grievous; although this Diſorder is ve- 
ry frequent with us in Holland, yet it 
appeared to us in a very extraordinary 


and unheard of Manner, in a Woman of 


eighty Years old; who was by reaſon of 
the Pain very much emaciated, and who 
had been for the Space of Twenty Years 
troubled with a Prolapſus Uteri, accom- 
panied with an intolerable Difficulty and 
Pain in making Water, inſomuch that 


the Patient had ten Times rather die 


than any longer ſuffer this Torture, eſpe- 
cially during the two latter Years. _ 

ns length i in the Month of May, Anno 
1681, ſhe ſent for me, complaining of a 
Prolapſus Uteri, and Difficulty in making 
Water. I wondered at the old Woman's 
Complaints, becauſe Women are never 
uſed to ſuffer ſuch Pains, only from a 
Prolapſus Uteri; and I added, that it 
was to be feared, ſome other Diſorder, 
beſides the ſubſiding of the Uterus, lay 
as yet concealed in Obſcurity. When 
ſhe heard this, the Patient did not refuſe 
to let me fee and farther examine the

Parts, without which nothing certain 
could be affirmed concerning the Nature 
or Eſſence of the latent Malady; and 
ſhe likewiſe ſnewed me her Uterus pro- 
lapſed, a little more enlarged than it 
ought to be, being of the ſame Form 
and Magnitude with the ſubjoined Fi- 
gure. In examining this Uterus with 
my Fingers, I thought I could feel 
Stones, as indeed it happened, notwith- 
ſtanding I was miſtaken with reſpect te 
the Figure of the Stones; for they ſeem'd 
to me like thin Plates, or flat Stones, or 
like Pieces of Slate, whereas after Inci- 
ſion they were found thick and angular, 
as may appear from the annexed Figure 
which follows. But as yet I could not 
certainly determine whether the *foremen- 
tioned Stones were ſeated in the Cavity 
of the Uterus itſelf, or whether they were 
lodged betwixt its Membranes, or elſe 
in ſome Part of the Bladder. They ſeem- 
ed indeed to occupy Part of the Uterus, 
the whole of which, as far as we could 
perceive, prolapſed out of the Body with- 
B 2 dut 
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out being accompanied with any Part of 
the Bladder. Having ſeen and exatnin- 
ed theſe Particulars, I propoſed cutting 
out of the Stones, and Mr. Peter Adrian 
the younger, with Mr. Andrew Boekelman, 
being called, two very expert Surgeons, 
they likewiſe approved of the Operation 
to be performed the next Day. When 
the unfortunate old Woman heard the 
Operation was deferred till the next Day, 
he began to weep and cry out; O how 
miſerable am I! will you leave me with- 
out Help, or not return ſpeedily, &c. 
By which, and the like Complaints, be- 
ing moved with Compaſſion, we inſtant- 
ly performed the Operation by a ſimple 
Inciſion, continued according to the 
Length of the prolapſed Uterus; and by 
that Means we extracted in the Space of 
a Minute, Forty-two Stones, partly by 
Inſtruments, and partly by the Fingers 


alone, the Magnitude and Figure of | 


which Stones were various. 
During the Operation, the Patient did 


not complain much of Pain, and after it 


Was 
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was performed, by being freed of the op- 
preſſing Weight, theſe excruciating Pains 
vaniſhed, with which ſhe had been tor- 
turcd ſo many Years paſt, ſo that ſhe 
began to live with tolcrable Eaſe. In 
making the Inciſion, there was a Sort of 
Liquor flowed from the Wound, toge- 
ther with the Drops of Blood, from 
whence we ſuſpected tha: the Bladder 
was alſo at Hand, as indeed it proved; 
for the next Day, in making more dilt- 
gent Enquiry into this Affair, by in- 
jecting a Liquor with a Sy ringe through 
the Meatus Urinarius, we found that it 
diſcharged itſelf through the WOund; 
which Liquor diſtilling together with the 
Urine, through the Wound for ſeveral 
Days afterwards, made it evident to us, 
that the forementioned Stones were lodg- 
ed in a Portion of the Bladder prolapſed 


without the Labia, in Company with 


the Uterus, 

The continual Diſcharge of the Urine 
this Way, proved a great Obſtacle to us 
in the Cure of the Wound; which yet 
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was compleated in a ſhort Time by che 
following Method. 
Some Days after the Wound had been 


_ dreſſed with Linimentum Arcæi, the Lips 
thereof were approximated and retained WW 
very cloſely together by Emplaſtrum Dia- | 

palma, to which was added a little Tur- $8 


pentine to make 1t ſtick the more firm- 
ly; which Plaiſter was cut into a Shape, 


and retained with ſuitable Compreſſes and 
a convenient Bandage. 


But as this Method did not ſufficient- | 
ly anſwer our Expectation, becaufe of 


the continual dripping of Urine, and Re- 
laxation of the ſticking Plaiſters; there- 
fore Mr. Boctelman contrived a Leaden 


Ring initead of the Emplaifter, the 


crooked Extremities of which Ring were 
drawn together by a Thread, by which 
Means the Lips of the Wound were ſo 


ſtrictly cloſed, that none of the Urine 
was any longer diſcharged, and thus the 


Wound agglutinated within the Space of | 


three Days. 


In 
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In this Diſorder there are ſeveral Things 

which delerve to be remarked, and which 
are even ſurpriſing, ſuch as, 

1. That the Uterus prolapſing out of 
the Body, ſhould take with it ſo large a 
Part of the Bladder ; which is certainly 
a Thing very rarely, if ever obſerved 
before, notwithitanding theſe two Bodies, 
or Viſcera, are continuous together near 
the Os tincæ. But I believe this to have 
happened in the preſent old Woman, by 
Reaſon of the Difficulty in her making 


Water, proceeding from the great Num- 


ber of Stones; whence ſhe was continual- 
ly obliged to ſtrain violently to diſcharge 
her Urine, by which Force, and the 
fore-mentioned Coheſion of the Bladder, 
it could not be hindered from deſcend- 
Ing. 

2. It is remarkable that the Tumor 
Prolapſing out of the Body, reſembled 
nothing but the Uterus, receiving no 
Inequality nor Change in Figure either 
from the Magnitude or Number of the 


Stones ; for the Surface of the Tumor 
B 4 Was 
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was extremely equal, the Uterus retain- 
ing its natural Figure. 
3. It is ſurpriſing that all the Stones 


ſhould be nearly of the ſame Figure, hav- 


ing their Surfaces as ſmooth as if they 
had been poliſhed. 
4. That the Wound was very readily 


brought to heal, although it was inflicted 


upon the membraneous Part of the Blad- 


der, into which the Urine is continually 
WI 


It is to be obſerved, that all the 
8 were not lodged in that Part of 
the Bladder, which inveſting the Uterus 
above, was prolapſed together with the 
ſame out of the Body; for the prolapſed 
Part of the Bladder was not large enough 
in Proportion to the Magnitude and 
Number of the Stones, ſome of which 
doubtleſs deſcended in the Operation 
from the Fundus of the Bladder above. 

6. That it is a Thing almęſt unknown 
or ſcarce heard of, for Lithotomy to be 
performed with ſo much Succeſs, in a 
Woman of fo many Years of Age. We

often indeed hear of Stones extracted 
from Women, by dilating the Urethra, 
but it is very rarely that an Inciſion is 


made through the Bladder, to extract the 
Stone contained therein.

A dangerous Ancuryſin of the Arm 
happily cured. 


HAT Tumor which ariſing from 
the Dilatation of a Vein, 1s termed 
| a Varix, the ſame is called an Aneuryſm, 
| when it ariſes from a preternatural Ex- 
panſion of an Artery; which laſt Diſ- 
order ſo difficultly admits of a Cure, 
| that when ſeated in the larger Arteries, 
It may by all be juſtly pronounced mortal. 
Mr. Panhuſe, an Ale-Seller at Hort, 
of a full Habit, and in the Flower or his 
Age, had an Aneuryſm appeared in his 
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right Arm; after Bleeding in the baſilick 
Vein of the ſame Arm, in the Month of 


May 1681, appearing about the Size of 


a large Pea, a little below the Bend of 
the Elbow. The Surgeon firſt endea- 


voured to reſtrain this Tumor by Com- 


preſſure, according to the Rules of Art, 


but to no Purpoſe, for it grew larger E 
daily. In a few Days after, he came to 


Amſterdam, and conſulted Dr. Le Blon, 
myſelf and Mr. Peter Adrian the younger, 


who unanimouſly agreed in recommend- 


ing an Inciſion through the Skin, and 
tying up of the Artery ; which is an 
Operation more recommended than prac- 


tied by Authors: Which I fay the more 
readily, becauſe for theſe twenty Years | 
and more paſt, J do not know that this 


Operation has been performed by any 
Surgeon upon fo large an Artery, even 


throughout this vaſt City of Amſterdam, | 
to which the afflicted run together in 


reat Numbers from all Parts. The Pa- 
tient laſt mentioned, who was in other 


Reſpects generous, delayed the Opera- 


tion, |

tion, referring a ſlight Compreſſure of 
the Tumor, *till after a Day or two the 
dilated Artery burſt ſpontaneouſly, be- 


ing bare and not covered with the Skin. 


The Aneuryſm being thus ſpontaneouſly 
broke, the Blood flowed with great Im- 


petuoſity from the Orifice, until the 


forementioned Surgeon ſuppreſſed any 
further Hemorrhage, by the Application 
of Puft-ball and convenient Bandage. 
The Patient perceiving this, reaſonably 
began to think that he could not ſuſtain 
this Malady long, without loſing his: 
Strength, and even hazarding his Lite, 


and therefore conſented to the Operation, 


which we propoſed to be periormed the 
Day after, as it accordingly was in the 
Preſence of Dr. Cyprianus, Lithotomiſt in 
ordinary, with whom Mr. Peter adrian 
before- mentioned aſſiſted. In the firſt 
Place was applied an Iron Ring (covered 


with ſoft Leather, to prevent it from 
injuring the Skin) to the upper Part of 


the Arm, above the Aneuryſm, to ſup- 


preſs the rapid Motion of the Blood; 


1 but 
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but this Inſtrument not anſwering our 
Expectations as it ought, we had there- 
fore Recourſe to another, by which we 
ſufficiently well compreſſed the Artery. 
This laſt Inſtrument being applied, Mr. 
Peter Adrian gently removed the Ban- 
dages, Compreſſes and Puff- ball from 
the Aneuryſm, with a Deſign that if the 


Impetuoſity of the Blood ſhould be ſo 


great as to be incapable of being ſup- 
preſſed, or that if we ſnould be in Danger 


of having the Parts obſcured by an Hæ- 


morrhage before the Artery was tied up, 
he might inſtantly open the Aneuryſm, 


and fill its Cavity with a little red Pre- 
_ Cipitate, or ſome other Exarotic mixed 


with Puff. ball. But to our great Aſtoniſh- 
ment, when the Aneuryſm was laid bare 
of all its Compreſſes and Bandages, it 
diſcharged little or no Blood, becauſe the 
Blood contained was not only grumous 
and concreted in the Aneuryſm, but alſo 


throughout the. whole Arm, which was 
now invaded with a Gangrene; ſceing 


this, and having removed the Inftru- 
mend:

ment, which was to reſtrain the Hæ- 
morrhage, he preſſed out much of the 
congealed Blood through the Wound of 
the Aneuryſm, and alſo made a pretty 
deep Inciſion, according to the Length 
of the Arm, that by diſcharging the con- 
gealed Blood downward by a gentle 
Compreſſure upon the Artery, the reſt 
of the vital Blood might have a free 
Courſe through the ſame in order to re- 
move the Gangrene. This Inciſion be- 
ing made, the arterial Blood burſt out 
with great Force in two different Places, 
the Extremities of the injured Arteries 
were next tied up with a Needle and 
Thread; (but how difficult it is to free 
the Arteries from the Nerves and other 
adjacent Parts in this Operation, no one 
can be ſenſible who has not been preſent 
at the Operation itſelf) and betwixt the 
Ligatures was intercepted a Bit of ſtrong 
Leather, to prevent them from cutting 
through the Artery: This being per— 
jormed, the Wound was filled with Puff- 
ball and aſtringent Powders, retained 
with 


with Compreſſes and a looſe Bandage;

but to prevent any further Fear of a 
Gangrene, the Dreſſings were compreſſed 
only by the Hands of a Servant for the 
Space of ten Hours, to prevent any 
freſh Hemorrhage. Upon the Evening 


of the ſame Day, the Bandage, Com- 


preſſes, and ſome Parts of the Puff-ball 
were removed, that we might have an 
Opportunity of viewing the Condition 
of the Gangrene, which we found rather 
better than worſe. After the Dreſſings 
were renewed, the Servant. again con- 
tinued his Compreſſures by the Hands, 
*till the next Day we renewed the whole 
Apparatus, except a {mall Piece of the 


Puff ball which was left in that Part of 


the Wound, where there continued Dan- 
ger of an H=morrhage. On the third 


Day after all the Dreſſings were removed, 


the Surgeon applied a freſh Piece of 
Puff. ball to the ſame Place, and applied 
tae Bandage a little tighter round the 


Part, fo that it was no longer neceſſary 


to continue the Preſſure by the Hands of 
a Ser- 
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a Servant, and in the mean Time we 


treated the Gangrene with ſcraped Lint, 


moiſten'd with a Solution of Theriaca, 
in Spirit of Wine. On the fourth Day 


we omitted the Puff-ball, and with a 


Pair of Sciſſars divided the lower Thread 


or Ligature, with which the extreme 
Part of . the Artery was tied up, leaving 
the Piece of Leather before-mentioned 


upon the Artery, to which it firmly ad- 
hered until the Evening : On the fifth 
Day we removed the other Thread which 


+ tied up the ſuperior Part of the Artery, 
leaving the Piece of Leather ſtill remain- 


ing, which prevented the Thread from 
cutting through the Coats of the Veſſel, 
On the fixth Day we removed all the 


Dreſſings entirely from the Wound, and 


applied only Pledgets ſpread with Di- 
geſtives, and tained with ſuitable Com- 
preſſes and Bandage. 


| we ſoon ſuppreſſed by the Application 
of Puft-ball and aſtringent Powders ; 


but upon removing theſe Aſtringents 
from 
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from the Bottom of the Wound, upon 
the next Day, we could perceive the 
Extremities of the Arteries which had 


been before tied up, but which were now 


cloſed, appearing of a dark Colour, as 
if invaded with a Gangrene; and there- 
fore to theſe Extremities of the Arteries 
we applied ſcraped Lint, applying over 
that a Piece of thick Leather, to make 


the greater Compreſſure. On the fol- 
lowing Day, inſtead of that Apparatus, 


we uſed a ſquare Piece of Puff ball, in 


Magnitude equal to halt an Inch, and 
being firſt moiſtened on one Side with 
Saliva, it was armed with aſtringent 


Powders, while the other Side of the 


ſame Piece was ſecured with a ſticking 


Plaiſter. By the Uſe of theſe Remedies, 


the Ends of the injured Arteries began to 
cloſe up, and to be ſpread over or con- 
cealed from the Sight with a kind of new 
Ficſh ; but notwithſtanding this, in a 
few Days alter both theie Extremities 


offered themſelves to \iew, having de- 


gencrated again into two new Ancuryſms,

by rcaſon of the Softneſs or Laxity of 
the forementioned Fleſh, together with a 
Largeneſs of the Pulſe and Abundance 
of Blood. One. of theſe Aneuryſms, 
about the Size of a large Pea, burſt of 
its own Accord, but did not bleed pro- 
fuſely, becauſe ſoon compreſſed by the 
= Surgeon ; and in a few Days after, by 
bleeding and ordering a thin Diet, with 
a due Compreſſure, that Aneuryſm was 
cured; though the other, notwithſtand- 
ing it was compreſſed, could not be 
cured for many Days: But at length 
that alſo diſappeared, and the Patient 
perfectly recovered, living afterwards in 
Health, and without Danger from this

OBSERVAT. III. 


A Fratture of the Patella from a 


remarkable Cauſe. 


OME have aſſerted that the Patella 

is ſcarce frangible, upon Account of 

its Hardneſs ; but we have ſeen a Fracture 
of this Bone, not only from a violent 
Cauſe, ſuch as a Fall, but alſo without 
a Fall; of which we ſhall here relate the 
Hiſtory. I formerly viſited with Mr. Peter 
Adrian the younger, a ſtrong Man, who | 


in deſcending a Pair of Stairs, one of his 
Feet ſlipped, and he had like to have 
tumbled upon the Ground, but by reſiſt- 
ing as much as he was able, ſaved him- 


ſelf from falling, and yet by that violent | 


Reſiſtance or Straining, his Patella was 


fractured tranſverſely in ſo manifeſt De- 
gree, that one might thruſt their Hand 
betwixt the two Fragments, one of 
which might be felt above the Knee, and | 
the other below. The very ſkilful Sur- | 
geon i 
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geon Mr. Peter Adrian before- mentioned, 
reduced and bound up the Fracture 


agreeable to the Rules of Art, but the 
impatient Man walked the next Day into 


the Country, from whence he returned 


with an incurable Lameneſs after ſome 


Wecks, halting ever afterwards. I have 


been formerly ſurprized at the Softneſs 


of the Patella in the recent Body, in 


compariſon with the Hardneſs which we 


© obſcrve in that Bone with a Skeleton; 


and J have a ſecond Time examined the 


Difference, in reſpect to the Firmneſs of 


a recent and dry Patella, in Company 
with the celebrated Phyſician Dr. Matt hero 
Slade, when we found the Difference in 
Hardneſs to be almoſt infinite. The 
Error therefore which has led many Peo- 


ple to doubt, whether the Patella can be 


ever fractured, ſeems to have proceeded 


from examining that Bone in the dry

W Bones are ſo much hardened, that it is 


Skeleton only. 


very difficult to break them, whereas 


they may be divided by a ſmall Force, 


while

while they are moiſt and recent; for 
whoever has examined the Difference be- 
twixt a recent and dry Patella, will find 


that the former is covered only with a 


hard bony Cruſt on the Outſide, which 
is filled internally with a ſoft ſpungy 
Subſtance, like the Diploe of che Cra- 


nium. 


O BS ERV AT. IV. 


A Frafture of two Bones of the Car- 
pus, not yet conjoined a after three 
Fears. 


T is well known that Fractures of the 
larger Bones, as of the Arms and 
Legs, do ſometimes happen under ſuch 
Circumſtances of Body, that they never 
after conjoin, even though they are 
treated agreeable to the Rules of Art : 
But it is ſomething ſurpriſing, that the 
Bones 
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Bones of the Carpus which are fo very 
ſmall, being fractured by a Fall from on 
high, were not conjoined together, even 
after the Space of three Years. In the 
| Year 168r, a certain Robber was con- 
demned to be hanged for Theft, whom 
I viſited while in Priſon, to enquire of 
him whether he had been afflicted with 
any remarkable Diſorders during his 
Life. He anſwered that he had lived 
very well, never being afflicted with any 
Diſorder but a Fever, of which he lay ill 
ſome Years before; and beſides, ſaid he, 
my right Hand I have never been able 
to extend flat upon the Table, ſince I 
fell from a high Place. In this executed 
Body I found the Membrane which in- 
veſts the Spleen ſo thick in two Places 
of its Middle, that it was more than 
equal to the Thickneſs of the largeſt 
writing Quill, whereas it is naturally ve- 
ry thin, which Thickneſs there is no 
Room to doubt, - proceeded from an In- 
flammation there, from which Diſorder 
we often obſerve the Membranes incraſ- 
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| fſated; but whether or no this Inflamma- 

tion proceeded from the fore-mentioned 
Fever, or the Fever from that Inflamma- 
| tion, I cannot determine. I afterwards 
| laid open his Hand by the Knife, and 
j found two of the interior Bones of the 
| | Carpus fractured; and the Fragments 
| injuring the Articulation of the Hand, 
| were an Obſtacle preventing the Hand 
from being ſpread flat upon a Table; 
and what is ſtill more ſurpriſing, the 
forementioned Bones having been frac- 
tured three Years before, were not yet 
cemented or conjoined, nor were they 
covered with any Callus, as any one may 
ſee in my Repoſitory where they are 
1 kept.

The Scull laid bare, and though fouled 
or turned black from the Air, yet 
healed without any viſible Exfolia- 


tion. 


HIS Obſervation ſeems to prove, 
that the Bones of the Scull being 
laid bare, and rendered black or foul by 
the external Air, do not always make 
any ſenſible Exfoliation, by caſting off 
the diſcoloured Scale or Plate of the 
Bone as Authors aſſert. A certain Man 
received a Blow by a Kick from a Horſe, 
upon the Head, by which he fell down 
upon the Ground as one dead, with” fo 
large a Part of one of the parietal Bones 
laid- bare, that it could ſcarce be covered 
by a Crown Piece: All the naked Part 

of the Bone looked black, except the 
Margin or Circle to which the Skin next 
adhered, and which retained its natural 
Colour for the Breadth of a Straw. This 
white 
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white Circle leſſening from Day to Day, 
the Patient at length recovered without 
any viſible Exfoliation of the Bone, or 
Uſe of the Raſpatory, only with the

Mong the many Diſaſters which 
aflit the Bodies of Women, an 
Ulcer of the Uterus is none of the leaſt. 
In the Year 1671, I viſited a Woman 
who for ſome Weeks paſt had contracted 
an 
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an Ulcer in the Uterus, attended with ſo 


great and continual a Bleeding, as ren- 


dered the Caſe quite ſurpriſing, The 
intolerable Pains which ſhe felt in theſe 


Parts made her often wiſh for Death, 


which at length indeed put an End to 
her Miſeries, after all Remedies were 
tried to no Purpoſe on Account of the 
inconvenient Situation of the Malady, 
and continual Flux of Humours from 
the Part. After opening the Body, the 
Neck of the Uterus ſeparated from it's 
Body by touching it as if it was entirely 
putrefied. The Inteſtines were externally 
Joined together by a brevious Excoria- 4 
tion and Inflammation; but the other 
Parts were found natural and ſound e- 


nough. 1 have, ſince the Obfervation 
of this, met with ſeveral of the like Ul-

HAT a Woman ſhould conceive, 
or become pregnant while the 
Womb itſelf hangs pendulous out of the 
Body, is not abſolutely to be denied, be- 
cauſe I once obſerved the ſame, in a 
Manner which I ſhall hereafter relate ; 
yet is the Thing uncommon, and very 
rarely, if ever obſerved before. But J 
think it is no leſs extraordinary for a a 
Woman to be impregnated, while the 
Membrane of the Hymen continues en. 
tire,. and that even to the Time of the 
Birth; and ſtill more extraordinary is 
it for the Vagina 'of the Uterus to be 
cloſed up by a preternatural Membrane, 
ſeated behind the Hymen, as we ſhall 
hereafter relate. 
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In the Prince's Dyke, oppoſite that 
which is commonly called de Angeliers- 
gruft, lived John Peters, Tobacconiſt, 
whoſe Name and Place of Abode I men- 
tion beyond my uſual Method, becauſe 
the Hiſtory is ſo extraordinary, that it 
may excite the Admiration of every one, 
whereas I otherwiſe uſually omit the 


Names, becauſe it is diſpleaſing to the 
Patients; the Wife of this Tobacconiſt 


being in Labour, could not be delivered 
even though her Throws and labour 
Pains were fo vehement, that her Cries IM 


were heard all over the Street. At 
length I was called by two Midwives to 
her "Alliance, for otherwiſe the milſcr- 
able Patient muſt in Appearance have 


been loſt in a little Time : Having ex- 


amined after the Cauſe of the Difficulty 
of the Birth, I found that the Mem- 
brane of the Hymen was entire and ve- 
ry thick, being thruſt outward by the 
Head of the Fœtus which preſented for 
the Birth. Having ſeen this, I judged 


that the aforeſaid Membrane muſt be 


divid- 


as 
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divided by Inciſion; and having called 


Mr. Andrew 'Boekelman, and Mr. Peter 


Adrian the younger, two of the moſt 


expert Surgeons, the latter coming firſt 


perſuaded me to carry on the Inciſion 


immediately by a Pair of Sciſſars and 
Director, or grooved Probe to avoid in 

juring the Head of the Fœtus. This In- 
ciſion being made in a right Line a- croſs 
the Membrane, from the Pubes towards the 
Anus, we in vain waited for the Exclu- 
ſion of the Fœltus, for there was another 
preternatural and thick Membrane be- 


hind the former, which more deeply 


cloſed up the Paſſage of the Vagina, and 
obſtructed the Excluſion of the Fœtus. 
Having diſcovered this Membrane, we 
judged there were but few Hopes of ſav- 
ing the Patient; but that the Mother 
might not be loſt, together with the 
Fœtus, we made an Inciſion alſo through 
this laſt Membrane, whereupon the Ope- 
ration was no ſooner over than the living 
Fœtus was excluded, coming forth cry- 
ing with Strength enough, and till con- 
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tinues alive and well. All this being 
performed to the great Relief of the 
Mother, who ſeemed to be about to ex. Ml 
pire, together with the Fœtus, though Ml 
by this Operation both of them eſcaped, 
On the following Days the Patient com- 
plained of an Incontinency of Urine, 
which happened to her not from the 
*fore-mentioned Inciſions, but from the 


violent and long continued Diſtenſion of 
the Vulva and Sphincter of the Bladder, 


as appeared from the Event; for after 


ſome Weeks ſhe did well, and ſtill con- 
tinues ſo, together with the Infant, of 
which ſhe was delivered in this extraordi- 
nary Birth. In this Delivery we are to 
obſcrve, 

1. That the Membrane of the Hy: 
men was not ruptured in coitu (of which 
there are various Inſtances to be found 
in the Anatomy of Bartholin, Fol. 286.) 
either from too great a Thickneſs of the 
Membrane, or from ſome other Cauſe, 

to be here paſs'd over, that I may not ex- 
ceed the Bounds of Modeſty. 
2, Tha 
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2. That behind the 'fore- mentioned 
Membrane of the Hymen, the Vagina 
was cloſed up more deeply by a certain 
preternatural Membrane, which doubt- 
leſs was formed after Impregnation, 
probably from an Excoriation of the 
Vagina, ' proceeding from fome very 
acrid Humour; for we ſometimes ob- 
ſerve an Excoriation of the Vulva, whoſe 
Sides collapſing together extra coitu, not 
only grow together, but form a Sort of 
true membranous Production. 

3. That the Incontinency of Urine, 
aroſe not from the Operation or Inciſion, 
but from the too great Diſtenſion of the 
Vulva, and it is very unjuſtly that ſome 
unſkilful Perſons impute every Inconti- 
nency of Urine, to the Midwife, or to the 
Surgeon who extracts the dead Fœtus; 
whereas it more frequently proceeds from 
the too great Diſtenſion of the Vagina, 
whence the Sphincter of the Bladder that 
firmly adheres to the Vagina, is ſo much 
extended, that the Mother is incapable 
of retaining her Urine for ſeveral Days, 
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and ſometimes even for Weeks. I have 
very frequently cured this Relaxation or 
Loſs of Tone in the Sphincter of the 
Bladder, but it can be very rarely cured, 
if the Incontinency of Urine proceeds 
from a Gangrene, which Women in 
Child-bed frequently receive from a too 
violent and long continued Diſtraction 
of the Vulva, or immoderate preſſing 


and grinding with the Fingers of the

A monſlrous Conformation of the Pi- 
denda in a Girl. 


N the Year 1670, I viſited a Girl of 
| fix Days old from the Birth, whoſe 
: Padenda was united with the Navel, or 
rather with that Part of the Body which 
was inſtead of the Navel; the whole

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being a confuſed Heap of excoriated Tu- 
bercles, in the lower Part of which ap- 
peared two Foramina, from whence the 
Urine continually diſtilled in Drops, eſ- 
pecially when the Infant cried. There is 
no Room to doubt alſo, but that this In- 
fant was deſtitute of any Bladder, be- 
cauſe there was no Meatus Urinarius, the 
two Openings before- mentioned near the 
Navel being continued to the Ureters. 
This Miſconformation of Parts, might 
perhaps ariſe from a Fright, the Mother 
having fallen from a high Place ſeveral 
Weeks before the Birth,

A lateral Part of the Uterus prolap 
ſing in the Birth. 


Nnumerable are the Diſorders of the 

Uterus, of which there are ſome ſo 
ſeldom obſerved, that we find no Mention 
of them among Authors; and among 
theſe leſs frequent Accidents, I think a 
true Prolapſion of the lateral Part of the 
Body of the Uterus in the Birth, ought 
to be enumerated, as I had once only 
an Opportunity of ſeeing. A certain 
Woman living in the broad Street of the 
Fews, being in Labour, had by violent 


Strainings a hard Tumor about the Size 


of a ſmall Fiſt in the left Side only of 


the Vulva. The Midwife ſeeing this 
Tumor, and knowing not what to make 


of it, ordered me to be ſent for. At 
firſt Sight it appeared to me like a 


Portion of the Placenta Uterina, which 
frequently preſenting before the Fœtus, 


I had 
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1 had almoſt by that Means been led 
into a Miſtake z but enquiring more 


diligently into the Affair, I found it to 
be truly a lateral Part of the Uterus, 
which was alſo proved by the Event; 
for after the Infant was delivered, the 


Uterus immediately returned to its na- 


tural Situation, and the Patient recovered 
without any Uſe of Fomentations, which 
we commonly apply to prevent any pro- 


lapſed Part of the Uterus from being in- 


vaded with a Gangrene.

The Os tincæ, or Mouth of the Uterus, 
prolapfing in the Birth. 


T is well known that the Placenta 


Vagina itſelf often prolapſe or ſubſide 
before the Foetus in the Time of Partu- 
rition ; 


Uterina, and ſometimes even the 
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rition; but it is more ſurpriſing for the 
internal Mouth of the Uterus to be 
forced down in the Birth, as I have 
ſometimes obſerved. It is hardly ex- 
preſſible with what an uncommon Ap- 
pearance the Os Uteri preſents itfelf upon 
ſuch an Occaſion; and thoſe who have 
been preſent with myſelf at theſe Caſes, 
know very well with what Circum- 
ſpection and Care one ought to proceed 
in a Caſe of this Nature. In fuch a Caſe 
I think it moſt adviſable to refer the 
Excluſion of the yet living Fœtus to 
Nature, ſuſtaining the Os Uteri with both 
the Hands; but if the Foetus is dead, 
the whole Buſineſs will conſiſt in ex- 
tracting it as much as poſſible with one 
Hand, while the Os Uteri is ſuſtained 
by the other, that it may not prolapſe 
together with the Fœtus, and occaſion

An Inverſion of the Uterus in the 
Birth, rendered fatal by an un- 
feilful Hand. 


OW badly thoſe Patients conſult 

their own Intereſt who commit the 
Care of their Bodies to unſkilful and un- 
ſettled Practitioners, is evident from the 
daily Misfortunes which we experience, 
and eſpecially from the foilowing Ob- 
ſervation. The Wife of a certain Butcher 
having lately brought forth a ſtrong In- 
fant, the Uterus itſelf immediately fol- 
lowed the Placenta, and was inverted, 
mentioned in Obſervation X, preceding.

T TOW many and how great Incon- R 
veniencies happen to Lying-in Wi i 


Women, when the Secundines, or After- 
burthen do not follow the preceding 
mature Fcetus, is no eaſy Matter to fay; 
for ſome fall into a profuſe and irregular 
Fluor Uterinus, which returns at Inter- 
vals from the ſame Cauſe, not without 
excruciating Pains. In others the Ab- 
domen is diſtended to a great Bulk with 
a Difficulty of Reſpiration , an oede- MW 
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matous Swelling at the Legs, Sickneſs at 


the Stomach, or loathing of the Food, 
with Anxieties of the Præcordia, fainting 
Fits, and Paleneſs of the Face; and not 


unfrequently Death itſelf puts a Period 


to theſe Miſeries; whence the Diſorder 
appears to be very dangerous, and of 
the laſt Conſequence, but not mortal in 
itſelf, as ſome of the leſs ſkilful Mid- 
wives would have us believe.

OT only a Placenta retained in the 
Uterus for ſome time after the 
Excluſion of an Embryo may reſemble 
a Mola, but alſo congealed Blood lodged 


in the Cavity of the Uterus, which has 
been frequently brought me, by Mid-.

ſometimes for a Placenta. This con-

tified Part was removed by the Scalpel, 


without any Hemorrhage, ſince it was 
totally mortified. In the mean Time 
we left the Catheter ſtill remaining in 
the Bladder for a ay. or two longer,

till the Ligature dropping off of itſelf, 
the Patient had . no longer any Occaſion 
of that Inſtrument. Being thus cured, 
he now diſcharges his Urine through an 
Ivory Pipe, for the whole remaining 
Part of the Penis was retracted into the 
Abdomen, ſo as to make it neceſſary for 
him to apply the fore- mentioned Inſtru- 
ment to carry out his Urine, and pre- 
vent it from wetting his Cloaths.

The Gall- bladder, containing diſtinct 
Cells, and lined internally with a 
tony Cruſt, 


HE internal Coat of the Pori bi- 

liarii frequently degenerates into a 
Stony Cruſt in the Liver of a Cow, for 
in this Condition we have frequently 
found it in that Animal, and I have 
3 ſome- 
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ſometimes obſerved the ſame to happen 
in the Gall- bladder of that Animal, but 
very rarely is the like obſerved in the 
Human Gall-bladder. Some Years ago 
I publickly diſſected a Human Body, 
whoſe Gall-bladder was in a Manner par- 
titioned mto many Cells, the internal 
Coat being in a great Meaſure petrified, 
but what Complaints the Patient made 
from thence while living I could not 
learn, not being acquainted with any 
who knew him while living. The Bile 
in this Gall-bladder was thicker than 
_ uſual, perhaps from the Remora, or long 
Stay which it made in theſe Cells, from 
whence it could not fo readily flow out; 
much in the ſame Manner we often 
fee that the Bile is obſtructed in the 
Porus biliarius of the Liver in a Cow, 
when that Dutt is contracted too much 
in one Part or the other, or ſtopped up 
with a ſtony Matter, or with Worms, 
which are often found in theſe Parts. 
As in this Caſe the Bile cannot readily 
flow out, it muſt acquire a thicker Con- 
ſiſtence;

fiſtencez and what is worthy of Obſer- 
vation, the Bile contained in the Gall- 
bladder hardly differs from that which 
we find in the Porus biliarius, appearing 
to me of the ſame Taſte and Conſiſtence; 
for which Reaſon, I cannot aſſent to the 
Opinion of thoſe who perſuade them- 
ſelves, that theſe two Kinds of Bile are 
not the ſame, but on the other Hand, 
that they differ very much from each 
other in Conſiſtence, which is a very 
wrong Way of thinking, provided the 
Gall- bladder and Porus biliarius are right- 


ly diſpoſed. But if the Porus biliarius | 


is obſtructed 3 in one Part or the other, 
by ſome calculons Concretion, the Bile 
muſt conſequently be in that Part in- 
ſpiſſated; but otherwiſe in a natural 
State, the Bile will acquire the ſame 
Conſiſtence in the Gall-bladder, as in the 


Porus biliarius: The Gall- bladder may 


be therefore juſtly eſteemed a Kind of 
Diverticulum, or Store-houſe to the Bile, 
into which it is depoſited not only from 
the Roots of the Gall-bladder (which are 
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derived by the principal Anatomiſts from 


its Bottom, whereas there are very few, 
if any thence ariſing ; but there are ma- 
ny which come from the cyſtic Duct,) 


but alſo from the Porus biliarius, through 


which like a large Root the Bile flows 
not only to the Inteſtines, but alſo to 
the Gall-bladder itſelf. This Opinion is 
much favoured, becauſe Horſes, Aſſes, 
and many other Animals have no Gall- 


bladder, the Porus biliarius being in them 


ſufficient ; add to this, that I have ſome- 


times obſerved both in Men and in 
Cows, that the Gall-bladder has been 
nearly as ſmall in Capacity as the Porus 


itſelf.

The Menſes ſuppreſſed by a Membrane 
clofing up the Paſſage of the Vagina, 
and evacuated by making an In- 
cifion through the ſame Mem- 


brane, 


A Virgin of about twenty Years of 
Age, being for ſeveral Months in- 
diſpoſed, made very frequent Complaints 
of an intolerable Pain and Weight in her 
Loins, or about the Hips, whence her 
Mother thought it adviſable to conſult 


and take the Advice of ſome ſkilful Per- 


fon. Mr. Andrew Boekelman, a very ex- 


pert Surgeon, was called, together with - 


myſelf, in order to find out the Cauſe 
of this Complaint ; whereupon we con- 
cluded from the Pains and Complaints 


returning every Month, that an Ob- 


ſtruction of the Menſes was the Cauſe 
of all the Maladies, as indeed the Event 


E 5 proved, 
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proved, for ſhe did well only by making 


an Inciſion through a certain Membrane 
which was placed behind the Membrane 
of the Hymen, entirely ſtopping up the 
Pafſage of the Vagina. It is hardly 
poſſible to expreſs how tenſe that Mem- 
brane was, by reaſon of the ſtagnant 
Blood which was there accumulated, 
diſtending all the genital Parts outwards, 
and endeavouring to vent itfelf without 
Effect. It is alſo wonderful, that the 
Blood which immediately flowed out 
upon making the Incifion, to the Quan- 


#ity of about four Pounds, rufhed forth 


with great Violence, and not in the leaſt 


coagulated, nor in the leaft putrefied, 
but of a very black Colour, as can be 


very well atteſted by the very worthy 


- Phyſician of the Hoſpital Dr. John Dan- 


kers, with Mr. Abel Fanderborſt, an ex- 
pert Surgeon, who were both preſent 
with us at the Operation. 
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OBSERVAT. XXXIIL 


A Placenta Uterina degenerated into 
Hydatides. 


OW uſeful is .the Knowledge and 
Experience derived from Anatomy, 

and the frequent Diſſection of Bodies, 
is in nothing more apparent than in pre- 
ternatural Births; concerning which many 
Authors have wrote more ſparingly, and 
with leſs Exactneſs than they ought. 
We come now to ſpeak of that preter- 
natural Birth (on the Mother's Side) in 
which the Placenta Uterina is retained, 
and falſely eſteemed by ſome to be a 
Mola, or falſe Conception, There are 
many concurring Cauſes which hinder the 
Excluſion of the Placenta after the Fœtus 3 
and there are many Kinds of Alteration, 
or Changes which the Placenta undergoes 
it it is retained in the Uterus after De- 
e We have ſometimes known it 
{0 grow to an immenſe Bulk after being 
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retained in the Uterus longer than it 
ought. Sometimes we have ſeen it ſo 
much. compreſſed and contracted after the 
Excluſion of the Fœtus, that it has been 
miſtakenly eſteemed by others for a Mola, 
as we obſerved in a preceding Obſerva- 
tion. It is not unfrequent likewiſe, for 


the Placenta to be diſcharged in Pieces at 


different Times from the Body in a putrid 


State, and with an intolerable Smell, and 


ſometimes again the retained Parts of the 


Placenta degenerate into limpid Hyda- 


tides like a Bunch of Grapes; and theſe 
Kinds of Degeneration of the Placenta 
into Hydatides. I have frequently ſeen, 
and to ſpeak the Truth, I continued a 
long Time doubtful what to think of 


them, till J once happened to meet with 


the Placenta in part ſound, and in part 
degenerated into Hydatides; theſe - Hy- 
datides ſeem to me to be nothing elſe than 


the very minute Glands of the Placenta, 
diſtended into watery Veſicles, which is 


a Diſorder frequent enough in the Liver, 
Kidneys, and other glandular Parts. 
1 That 
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That they are dilated Veſſels hardly any 
one can imagine, for then the Hydatides 
would be found largeſt about the Middle 
of the Placenta, whereas we meet with 
them intermixed large and ſmall together 
without any Manner of Order; and be- 
ſides this, I have obſerved thoſe Veſſels 
almoſt annihilated, ſo as hardly to leave 
a Branch remaining. What J think con- 
cerning the ſmall Glands of the Placenta, 
contrary to the Opinion of ſome of the 
Moderns, I intend hereafter to publiſh.

A Tumor in the Loins of a Fætus with 
a Bifid Spine, 


T is not my Deſign to refute what 
1 other Authors have thought con- 

cerning the Bifid Spine ; but I ſhall only 
declare what has occurred to my own 


Obſervation, having had Opportunities 
ot 
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of ſeeing this Diſorder ten ſeveral Times. 
A Tumor frequently ariſes in the Loing 
of a Fœtus, while it is yet an Inhabitant 
of the Uterus, which Tumor is in ſome 


Meaſure ſoft, more | eſpecially in its 


Middle, and frequently it is limpid, as 
if it was an Hydatid, but ſometimes, it 
is found opace, It is not always the 
ſame in Magnitude , being ſometimes 
equal to the Size of a Walnut, and 
ſometimes as large as a middling Turnip. 
If we rightly examine this Tumor, it 


will appear as plain as the Noon Sun to 


be a Dropſy, in part of the Spinal Me- 
dulla, and is almoſt the ſame Diſorder, 
allowing for the Difference of Situation, 
with that which in the Head of the 
Fœtus is commonly called an Hydro- 
cephalus. For in the ſame Manner as 
in the Head of the Fœtus or Infant, 
before the Bones of the Head are united, 
by Means of the Sutures, the Membranes 
of the Brain and Integuments of the 
Head, are frequently expanded to a 
great Degree, with a Quantity of v 
0 
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ſo as to form a ſoft Tumor; in the ſame 


Manner alſo there is a like Tumor, 
ſometimes formed in the Back or Loins, 
ſeldom in the Nape of the Neck (as I 
once faw and preſerved the Preparation 
in my Repoſitory): and ſtill more rarely 


does it happen in the inferior and ex- 


terior Part of the Os Sacrum, as we ſhall 
hereafter relate an Inſtance of this Kind, 
which came under our Obſervation. In 
the Hydrocephalus of new-born Infants, 


the Brain is in a great Meafure reſolved 


into Water, as many are well acquainted 
ſo alſo in the prefent Tumor the Spinal 
Medulla being wanting, I believe dege- 


nerates into a watery Subſtance ; whereas 


it is ſurprifing that I ſhould often find 


the Spinal Medulla well-conditioned bee 


low the Tumor; whence ſome Children 
retain the Motion of their lower Limbs, 
whereas I have found others with their 


lower Limbs paralytic for want of the 


_ Spinal Medulla, which I find is alſo an 


Obſervation made by the juſtly celebrated 


Dr, Schrader in his curious Obſervations. 
But 
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But never did I obſerve the Vertebræ 
ſo divided in this Diſorder as ſome would 
have us imagine, that they have totally 
receded in the Middle. from each other 
into two diſtin& Parts, in the ſame 
Manner as Butchers uſually divide the 
Carcaſes of Animals which they had ſlain, 
into two Halves. The Vertebræ only open 
or recede from each other in their back 
Part, near the Spinal Proceſſes, the ſtronger 
Part, that is, the Body of the Vertebræ 
remaining entireinthe Manner repreſented 
by the annexed Figure. With reſpect to 
the Cure of this Diſorder, little or no- 
thing can be done towards it, for none 
of the Infants for which I have been hi- 
therto concerned have eſcaped, nor did 
I ever know one of them cured by any 
Perſon, yet a palliative Cure may be 
entered into by aſtringent and corrobo- 
rating Remedies, in Form of a Fomen- 
tation, which being uſed twice a Day, 
an Emplaſter 1s to be applied, which does 
not too firmly adhere to this tender 
Tumor, leſt it ſhould be opened or rent 

by 
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by the Tenacity of the Plaſter; for we 
obſerve that this Tumor being opened 
accelerates the Death of the Infant, and 
therefore we muſt adviſe with the cele- 
brated Tulpius, who in ſpeaking of the 
ſame Diſorder, ſays, Cave ſis improvide 
unquam aperias, quod tam facile occidit 
hominem, take Care that you do not 
ever imprudently open this Tumor, which 
ſo eaſily kills the Patient; for I do not 
know that any of thoſe with whom 1 
have been preſent have ever eſcaped , 
when the contained Water of the Tumor 
has been diſcharged, either ſpontaneouſly, 
or only by puncturing with a Needle, 
but all of them almoſt have expired in a 
few Days after,

A Diſorder of the ſame Kind with the 


preceding, ſeated in the leer Part 
of the Os Sacrum. 


Diſorder much like the preceding, 

J lately obſerved, in Company with 
Dr. Veen and Mr. Andrew Boekelman , 
Men Perfectly {killed in their Profeſſion; 
but in this Caſe the Diſorder was not 
ſeated in the Loins, as we generally find 
it, but in the lower Part of the Os Sacrum 
in an Infant, the Tumor appearing partly 


pellucid, and partly opace, but very 


ſoft, by reaſon of the ichorous Matter 


with which it is filled. We here ap- 


plied nothing more than a Plaſter, a 
drying Fœtus, and a Belt, being certain 
that if the Tumor was opened it would 
accelerate the Death of the Patient. I 
have often woridered with myſelf why 
this Diſorder ſhould not more frequently 
happen | in the fore-mentioned Part £

the Os Sacrum, as being naturally more 
diſpoſed to produce this Malady ; for 
the lower Part of the Os Sacrum has al- 
ways a Cavity in its natural State back- 
ward, and is in a Manner divided into 
two Parts by a Fiſſure, which naturally 
is filled only with Fat, covering the 
lower Part of the ſpinal Medulla. A- 

all the Infants that J have ſeen 
afflicted with this Diſorder, I have not 
known any ſurvive ſo long as the preſent, 
being now alive, though it is above a 
Year ſince I obſerved the Diforder, which 


may perhaps be owing to the low Situa- 
tion thereof.

A fatal Tumor like the preceding Bifid

N the Diſorder mentioned in the pre- 


ceding Obſervation, namely in the 
Spina Bifida, there are not always many 
of the Vertebræ ſplit open near their 
ſpinal Proceſſes; but one Vertebra only 
affected in that Manner, may be ſufficient 
to produce the Diſorder, as I obſerved 
in the Daughter of a certain Proctor of 
Amſterdam, who had a Tumor of the 
Loins equal to the Size of one's Fiſt, 
full of Wrinkles, which in a little Time 
turned to a Gangrene, and though very 
gently treated with Fomentations proper 
for that Diſorder, yet in the fifteenth 
Month from her Birth (but generally 


before that Time) the contained Humour 


made it's Way through the Integuments, 


and on the ſecond or third Day after, 
the

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the unhappy Child expired; whence we 
took Occaſion to examine the Tumor 
anatomically by the Scalpel, by which 
we found that only one Vertebra was 
ſplit or opened, and that with ſo ſmall 
an Opening, that it would ſcarce admit 
a ſingle Vetch, or ſmall Pea. I could 
eaſily paſs the Probe upward and down- 
ward, into the whole Cavity of the 
Spina dorſi, whence J was ſtill more 
confirmed, that this Tumor was nothing 
more than a preternatural Expanſion of 
the Membranes, which inveſt the Spinal] 
Medulla, diſtended by a great Quantity 
of a ſerous Humour. Towards the Be- 
ginning of the Diſorder, we perceived 
no Motion in the lower Limbs which 
fell away, much as if taken with a Palſy ; 
but recovering afterwards their Fat, they 
were likewiſe reſtored to their Strength 
and Motion, In opening the Body, 
every one preſent was ſurpriſed to find 
Fat contained under the Skin of the Ab- 
domen, to the Thickneſs of a Finger.

A Caries of the Ribs from an Aneuryſm 
of the Aorta. 


S Sweats breaking through the 
Pores of the Skin, are in ſome 


People ſo acrimonious, as in a little Time 
to corrupt their Linnen and Cloaths; 

in the ſame Manner alſo the Humour: 
produce the ſame Effect, when the true 


Ribs contract a Caries only from an 


Aneuryſm of the aſcending Aorta. About 


twenty-two Years ago, 1 diſſected the 
Body of a certain Man, who had for a 


long Time been troubled with an Aneu- 


ryſm in his Breaſt, of ſuch a Magnitude, 
that it equalled the Head of a new-born 
Infant, having ſuch a violent Pulſation, 
that it would ſtrike off the Handapplied to 
the Breaſt. After opening the Body, we 
found an Aneuryſm in the aſcending 
Aorta, at about a Finger's Breadth or 
two diſtant from the Heart. By the 
Ad- 
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Adheſion of this Aneuryſm, not only 
the true Ribs were forced aſunder from 
each other, but we alſo found them ſo. 
much corrupted, that a great Part of 
them was abſent, and what remained of 
them might, by the Preſſure of the 
Fingers, be eaſily reduced into a Pulp. 
Upon relating this Hiſtory ſome Years 
ago to the celebrated Phyſician Dr. Scha- 
gen, he told me that himſelf had likewiſe 
ſeen a Caries of the Ribs from an A- 
neuryfm in the Breaſt. But certainly it 
is more aſtoniſhing than explicable how 
a cloſe Aneuryſm, in which only the 
Artery is dilated, ſhould in this Manner 
ſo powerfully corrupt the Ribs, if I had 
not lately met with the following Hiſtory.

OBSERVAT. XXXVII. 
A monſtrous Aneuryſm. 


HOSE Authors who define an 
Aneuryſm to be an Artery preter- 


naturally dilated, or extended by reaſon 


of a Puncture of ſome of their Coats, or 
an Eroſion by ſome acrid Humour, ac- 
companied with a manifeſt Pulſation, 


have not given us a ſufficient Light into 


the Nature of this Diſorder. - For this 
Definition, or Deſcription of an Aneu- 
ryſm, holds true only in many of the 
ſmaller Kinds; whereas many other Cir- 
cumſtances are to be added to prevent 
any one from being any longer deceived 


in the Cure of this Diſorder. It is not 
abſolutely in every Aneuryſm that a Pul- 


ſation is to be felt, even though Authors 
make that an eſſential or pathognomonic 


Sign of the Diſorder. If the contained 


Blood of an Aneuryſm is concealed, there 
will be no ſenſible Pulſation. This for. 
merly 


" 
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merly deceived a very expert Surgeon, 
who when living was my intimate Friend , 
for having met with a Tumor about the 
Size of a Walnut near the Ancle, in 
which he could perceive no Pulſation, 
he opened the ſame, not knowing it to 
be an Aneuryſm, as it proved. After 
opening the Tumor, and preſſing out the 
congealed Blood, there followed ſuch a 
profuſe Hemorrhage, that it was almoſt 
incapable of being ſuppreſſed. I have 
alſo experienced that there has been no 
ſenſible Pulſation, even in ſome very 
large Aneuryſms. I lately viſited a Sol- 
dier, who had an Aneuryſm ſpontaneouſly 
generated in his Breaſt, which was of ſuch 

' a monſtrous Size, that it might very well 
equal a middling Size Cuſhion, vpon 
which we uſually fit, ſuppoſing the Cor- 
ners of the Cuſhion to be off, to make 
it correſpond to the round Aneuryſm. 
Many Days before- the Death of this 
Perſon, the Aneuryſm broke ſponta- 
neouſly in ſeveral Places, without any 
great Loſs of Blood; and it was re- 
| 3 markable 
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markable that the Pulſation, which was 
before very violent, intirely ceaſed for 
ſome Weeks before it burſt; and this 
the Reader will eaſily believe when I 
_ acquaint him, that upon opening this 
Aneuryſm after Death, which aroſe from 
the Aorta about three Fingers Breadth 
above the Heart, I found it compoſed 
as it were of a great Number of Lamellæ, 
or thick, fleſhy, and ſtrongCoats lying one 
within the other, betwixt which Coats 
lay concealed large Quantities of coagu- 
lated Blood. The outermoſt of theie 
Coats, which was properly the Aorta itſelf, 
was about the Thickneſs of a Straw. 
It was alſo further remarkable, that al- 
moſt all the Ribs of the Thorax, to- 
gether with the Os Sternum, were ſo 
ſlim and reduced, that they were ſcarce 
viſible, ſo that the whole Breaft was in 
a Manner laid bare of this Defence, as 
we alſo read in the preceding Obſerva- 
tions. From hence followed a Difficulty 
of Breathing, fainting Fits, and a con- 
tinual Fever, with which the Patient was 
moleſted 
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moleſted for many Weeks. The Re- 
collection of this Hiſtory may perhaps 
afford ſome Light in explaining the 
Caries, or Diſſolution of the Ribs, ſince 
the Blood confined and ſtagnating be- 
twixt the Lamellæ, contracting from 
thence an Acrimony, might by Degrees 
tranſude and ſlowly corrode the Bones. 
But this Conſequence I believe is hardly 
to be feared in a ſimple Expanſion of an 
Artery ; from whence we generally ſup- 
poſe an Aneuryſm to ariſe, and in which 
the Stagnation and Acrimony of the 
Blood is prevented by its continual Flux 
and Renovation. 
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OBSERVAT. XXXIX. 
A fatal Scirrbus of the Stomach. 


T is not always in the Power of the 
Phyſician to relieve his Patient, as we 
are daily aſſured by many Inſtances, a- 
mong which a ſcirrhous Tumor of the 
Stomach is none of the leaſt. A Man in 
the Flower of his Age, complained a 


long Time of a Pain and Uneaſineſs in 


his Stomach, and at length he found fo 
great an Increaſe of his Diſorder, that 
from the Violence of Eis continual Pain 
he was ſcarce any longer able to fetch 
his Breath ; he was alſo never free from 


continual Vomitings, and fainting Fits 
until the laſt Day of his Death. His 


Relations gave me an Opportunity of 
opening the Body, they being very deſi- 
rous to know what it was that had fo 
as afflicted him in that grievous Man- 
The moſt troubleſome Enemy did 

_ long conceal itſelf, but readily ap- 
peared 
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peared to View upon opening the Abdo- 


men; for the Bottom of the Stomach 
contained a ſcirrhous Tumor, almoſt as 
large as one's Fiſt, filled with a black 
and tough Matter, which Sort of Mat- 


ter the Patient alſo vomited a tew Hours 
before Death. 


OBSERVAT. XL. 


A continual Head-ach removed by the 


Application of a Seton, but return- 
ing again when the Seton was re- 


moved, and thus Jucceſ vely for ſe- 


veral Times. 


HE Daughter of a certain Mer- 
chant of Amſterdam, about eigh- 


teen Years old, of a ſanguine Habit, had 


been for a long Time afflicted with a 


continual and intolerable Head-ach ; to 


remove which, various Remedies had 
5 been 
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been uſed to no Purpoſe, by myſelf, with 
Mr. Peter Adrian the younger, ſuch as 


cephalic Purges, Alteratives, bleeding 
in the Foot and other Parts, Bhiſters, 
Sternutatories, Cupping, Sc. At length 
alſo ſhe conſented to admit a crucial In- 
ciſion, which we propoſed upon the Fon- 
tanel or Bregma, and which was follow- 
ed with a conſiderable Hemorrhage, but 


without any Eaſe to the Patient. We 


had alſo ſeveral Conſultations with the 
celebrated Phyſician Dr. Matthew Slade ; 
and finding no Remedies ſucceſsful, we 
at laſt propoſed to trepan the Skull, but 
before we entered upon this laſt and ſe- 


vere Operation, I propoſed to try a Se- 


ton in the Neck, to which the *fore-men- 
tioned Gentlemen gave their Confent. 
The Seton had not been long made be- 
fore the Pains vaniſhed, and what is 
_ worthy to be remarked, the Patient be- 
ing after a while tired with this Kind of 
Remedy, drew out the Thread, where- 
upon the Seton healing up, the Diſorder 
immediately returned, inſomuch that ſhe 

| was 
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was obliged to have Recourſe to another 
Seton, which being made, the Pains. im- 
mediately again left the Patient ; being 
now more prudent or wife at her own 
Experience, ſhe ſuffered this repeated 
Seton to continue, till at length it na- 
turally came out or was expelled of its 
own Accord. But the Seton being thus 
a third Time rejected, ſhe had a Return 
of her Complaint, which obliged us to 
order the ſame Operation to be repeated, 
by which ſhe was again freed from this 
Complaint, after this ſhe lived free from 


all Complaint, and till continues ſo to 
do. |

A copious Diſcharge of Lymph in 


epening a Bubo, ſuppreſſed by a pe- 
culiar Artifice, 


T 1s much to be lamented, that ma- 
ny young Surgeons are ſo idle in their 
Improvement, and ſo much taken up 
with Trifles; among all the Mechanical 
Arts which are taught, there is none fo 


excellent as Surgery, for the Subject off 


other Arts is Iron, Wood, Stones, c. 
whereas that of Surgery is the Human 
Body, fo artfully framed by the wiſe 
Creator, that no one has yet been able to 
attain a thorough Knowledge of any one 


Part ; and therefore all thoſe who have 
addicted themſelves to the Buſineſs of 


Surgery, ought to be continually exer- 


ciſing themſelves, not by playing upon 


the Flute, Spinnet, or any other muſical | 
Inſtrument, &c. as is now too much in 


Faſhion, but in anatomical Enquiries, 


by 
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by which Means they may be not only 
able to relieve the Afflicted upon a thou- 
ſand Occaſions, but alſo to procure the 
greateſt Reputation and Buſineſs to them- 
ſelves. It is alſo ſurpriſing that ſo many 
Surgeons ſnould be ſo ſtupid, as to think 
that a rude Notion of the human Body 
only is ſufficient for a Surgeon, and that 
the more curious Parts of Anatomy ought 
to be left to Phyſicians. One of this 
latter Claſs lately opened a venereal Bubo 
before it was arrived to perfect Maturity; 
and in this indeed he was not culpable, 
for we frequently do the ſame; but at 
the ſame Time he abſurdly divided a 
lymphatic Veſſel. It is wonderful to ſay 
what a Quantity of Lymph was dit- 
charged from the Wound daily, by 
which all the Dreſſings and the Patient's 
Linnen were continually wetted. At 
length having no Advice, he applied 
to me, not knowing from whence fo 
great a Quantity of Lymph was diſ- 
charged. From hence it is evident that 
not a ſuperficial or rude Notion of the 

F 5: human 
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human Body is ſufficient for a Surgeon, 
but that he ought to be acquainted alſo 


with the more minute Parts; I therefore 


Judged it neceſſary to apply linnen Com- 
preſſes, to be ſtrongly preſſed down upon 
the Part by a Truſs, hoping that by this 
Means the lymphatic Veſſels might be 
compreſſed, which return the Lymph 
from the lower Limbs continually up- 
ward to theſe Glands; and this Method 
ſucceeded ſo well, that the next Day the 
Patient was quite free from this Com- 
plaint; in the mean Time the Surgeon 
had an Opportunity of inſpecting the 
Bubo without any H indrance, or even 
removing the Truſs *cill there was no 
longer any Danger of a new Flux.

A profuſ Hemorrhage from an Ulcer 


in the Penis, luppreſſed by an eafy, 
but uncommon Apparatus. 


HE. preceding Obſervation brings 
to Mind another ſtill more ex- 
traordinary, which I ſhall here add. A 
certain Surgeon well verſed in the Cure 
of Venereal Diſorders, called me up in 
the Night to a Patient, who had in the 
ſame Night loſt ſo much Blood, from a 
ruptured Artery 1 in an Ulcer of the Penis, 
betwixt the Glans and Prepuce, that he 
ſeemed to be in a Manner exhauſted, 1 
My even venture to ſay, that I found in 
the Chamber half a Barrel of linnen 
Cloaths, filled with Blood, as if fome 
Woman had lain in. The Surgeon had 
applied Styptics before I came, but with- 
out any Manner of Relief; there was 
likewiſe hardly any Opportunity to make

| The Os eri open, and the Pelvis 
j filled with Humours in the dead 
Body of a Woman lately lain in. 


[ OW badly Women who have lately 
lain in in this Country conſult 
their 
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their own Safety, who do not carefully 
obſerve the Time of their Cleanſings, bur 
go out of Doors too ſoon, may appear 
from the following Obſervation. In the 
Year 1679, in the Month of March 
I publickly diſſected the Body of a cer- 
tain Woman for the Uſe of Midwives, 
who had lain in for three Weeks and a 
half, at which Diſſection were preſent 
the reverend Cenſors of the College of 
Phyſicians. In this Woman the Uterus 
was extremely large, and the Qs tincæ 
extremely open, ſo far from having con- 
tracted to its natural Dimenſions, that I 
could very eaſily without any Force in- 
troduce my two Fingers. Somebody 
will perhaps ſay that this is an extraordi- 
nary Caſe, and contrary to the Laws of 
Nature; but it is ſufficient: for our Pur- 
poſe that it does ſometimes happen, and 
how often it may be ſo no one can tell; 
and from thence therefore frequently 
ariſe thoſe heavy Complaints of intolerable 
Pains, with Coldneſs and Obſtructions 
1n the Hypogaſtrium, and not unſeldom 
alſo 
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alfo a continual Diſcharge of the Menſes, 
In the Diſſection of this Body I obferved 
alſo that the Pelvis was filled with 
draining Humours, inſomuch that it con- 
tained near two Pints, not without an 
intolerable Smell. It may indeed be 
queſtioned, whether thoſe Humours were 
. diſcharged from the Uterus through the 
Fallopian Tubes or Oviducts into the 
Pelvis, which I am very apt to believe, 
'becauſe I have ſeveral Times found the 
ſame Humours in the Pelvis with thoſe 
contained in the Uterus; but whether 
they come from the Womb or other 
Parts, I leave to the Judgment of others 
yet I am myſelf of Opinion, that in a 
very difficult Birth, the Head or Hips 
of the Infant frequently ſtop up the Paſ. | 
| fage of the Vagina in ſuch a Manner, 
that not ſo much as a Drop of the 
Humours can paſs out; and in this Cafe 
I cannot ſee what ſhould hinder the 
Humours contained in the Uterus from 
being forced by the violent Throws 'of 
the Mother ge the Fallopian Tubes 
into 
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into the Cavity of the Pelvis, and this 


more eſpecially figce there afe no Valves 
found in thoſe Tubes; and from hence 
malignant Fevers, excruciating Pains of 
the Hypogaſtrium, Faintings, with the 
like Symptoms, and even Death itſelf 
mw follow. 
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OBSERVAT. XIV. 
An Amber Bead hing a long Time in 


the Noſtrils, and covered over with 
a fiony Matter. 


A Little Girl of five Years old playing 
with an Amber Bead as large as 
a Horſe-Bean, thruſt the ſame up her 
Noſe out of Sight, from whence fol- 
lowed great Pain, Inflammation, and 


other bad Symptoms. But no one was 


able to imagine what ſhould be the 
Cauſe of theſe Maladies; at length when 
the 
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the Girl was fourteen Years of Age, by 


a ſudden Fit of Sneezing, ſhe diſcharged 
the *forementioned Piece of Amber from 


the Cavity of her Noſtrils; but hence it 


is remarkable, that the Bead reſembled 


any Thing rather than. Amber, becauſe 


it was covered over with a Sort of ſtony 
Cruſt, which being forcibly ſcraped off 
in one Part, we found the Hole in the 
Midſt of the Bead. How this ſtony 
Cruſt ſhould have grown to the ſmooth 
Surface of the Amber is hard to explain. 
There are indeed various Inſtances to be 
found in Beverovicius, and other Authors 


of a ſtony Bark being formed round 


various Subſtances in the Bladder, but 


for the like to happen in the Cavity of 
the Nole, J do not remember it to have 
been ever obſerved, except that I was 
lately ſhewn a Cherry-ſtone by the *fore- _ 
mentioned Surgeon Mr, Peter Adrian the 


Younger, which had Jain a long Time 
within the Cavity of the Noſe, and which 
was covered over with a ſtony Bark when 


it was diſcharged, 
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OBSERVAT. XL. 


Several Things obſerved in a dropfical 
| Body, particularly the ſmall Glands 
f the Liver very much tumefied. 


HAT the human Liver is in a 
great Meaſure compoſed of ſmall 
glandular Bodies, we diſcovered long 
ago, namely, in the Year 1686, I opened 
the Body of an old Woman dying of an 
Aſcites, for the Inſtruction of my Pupils. 
I firſt made a Paſſage with the Point of 
my Knife, for the Diſcharge of a thin - 
Serum contained in the Abdomen; but 
aſter enlarging the Inciſion, a very thick, 
viſcid, and yellow Humour offered itſelf 
to View, ſufficiently declaring that a Pa- 
_ raconteſis cannot always be of the ſup- 
poſed Uſe in an Aſcites, and that it 
ought not to be ſo precipitately applied 
to as ſome Authors have adviſed ; for 
few are by this Means relieved, unleſs 
the Ichor is contained betwixt the Muſcles 

ane 
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and peritonæum, or as others ſay, be- 
twixt the Duplicature and Peritonæum. 
Upon preſſing the Fallopian Tubes, they 
diſcharged a Matter reſembling Semen 
Mafculinum. The Ovaria were very fat 
or depreſſed, as in old Women they 
generally appear. The Inteſtines adhered 
not only to each other, but likewiſe on 
all Sides to the Peritonzum. The Sur- 
face of the Liver was unequal, being 
tumified with glandular Bodies, Theſe 
glandular Bodies of the Liver, or ſmall 
Glands of the Liver being increaſed in 
Magnitude, 1 have ſeveral Times ob- 
| ferved, and lately demonſtrated in Public, 
but never found them ſo numerous as in 
the Liver of the fore- mentioned old 
Woman: the whole Liver feemed to be 
made up of nothing but Glands, which 


rendered the Surface of that Viſcus very 
uncqual, 
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OBSERVAT. XLI. 
An Aſcites, or Dropfy of the Abdo- 


men, contained in Hydati ny or littli 
Bladders. 


T is not without Reaſon ſaid, that 
the Phyſician has it not within his 
Power to relieve the Patient of every 
Diſorder, fince we frequently meet with 
many which are quite incurable. For 
who can cure an Afcites, when the Water 
is included in tough Membranes, of 
which we have feen many Inſtances, and 
Of which there are likewiſe many Inftances 
given by Authors; but I do not re- 
member to have ever met with a more 
ſurpriſing Caſe of this Nature, than that 
which happened ſome Years ago, in 
Company with Mr. Peter Adrian the 
Younger, when upon opening the Body 
of a certain Maid, who died advanced 
in Years, we found the whole Cavity 
of the Abdomen, which was very much 
diſtended, to be filled with an infinite 
Number 
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Number of Bladders, or membranous 
Sacculi, containing a thick glutinous 
Humour. Some of theſe Bladders were 


about the Magnitude of a ſmall Fiſt, 


others were no larger than Walnuts, 
and not a few of them .were about the 
Size of Filberts. But whether or no 
theſe Veſicles in this Subject were ſmall 
Glands of the Meſentery dilated, or de- 
generated into Hydatides, or whether 
they were lymphatic Veſſels preternatu- 
rally expanded, I cannot certainly affirms 
becauſe my Time being ſhort, and in- 
terrupted by the Preſence of the Patient's 
Relations, prevented me from making 
further Enquiry.

4 Fiſſure of the Cranium from a Con- 


tuſion paſſing through the Sutures, 


4 ITH what little Reaſon ſome 


Anatomiſts aſſigned the Uſe of 
this Uterus in the Skull, to be for pre- 
venting Fiſſures from paſſing from one 


Bone to the other, thoſe are well ac- 


quainted who have obſerved the contrary 
with ourſelves. In the Year 1670, a 
wooden Mallet uſed to drive Stakes into 
the Ground, fell upon the Head of a 


certain Man, who immediately fell to 


the Ground, deſtitute of all external and 


internal Senſe, and the Blood running 


through his Ears he ſoon after expired. 
The Body was brought to me to examine 
the Cauſe of this Accident; after laying 
the Skull bare, the left parietal Bone ap- 
peared ſlit throughout from above down- 


ward; but the Fiſſure did not there ter- 


minate, continuing its Courſe through 
the 
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the Squamoſe Suture' and the whole Os 
Petrofum, even to the Foramen Magnum 
of the Os Occipitis, the Sutures availing 


nothing towards ſtopping the Courle of 
the Fiſſure. 
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OBSERVAT. XLIn. 


A fungous Excreſcence, with a Caries 


of the Palate happily extirpated and 
cured by the Knife and Cautery. 


ANY and deſperate Diſzaſes would 

be oftner cured, if the Patient 
confided more in the Surgeon, and was 
leſs fearful in himſelf. A Counſellor of 


great Merit, then living at Amſterdam, 


came to me ſome Years ago, telling me 


that he found ſome Uneaſineſs in the 


poſterior and lateral Part of his Palate ; 
which after J had ſeen and well examined, 
I acquainted him that it was a Diſorder 

which 
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which ought not to be ſlighted, nor yet 
to be talked of, for I was afraid of his 
falling into the Hands of thofe who would 


have preſcribed all Kinds of Remedies to 


no Purpoſe, or rather to the Increafe of 
the preſent Malady. Having heard this, 
the honourable Patient afked me what 
the Nature of the Diſorder was, and with 


what Remedies I would propoſe to re- 


move it; to which I anſwered, that the 
Diſorder conſiſted in a Caries of the 
poſterior and lateral Part of the Palate 
Bone, accompanied with a fleſhy fungous 
Excreſcence, which laft muft be extir- 
pated, and the Bone cauterized, in order 
to a Cure. The Patient did not long 
defer the Means propoſed, but ſoon ſent 
for Cyprianus, and Mr. Peter Adrian the 
Younger, two very expert Surgeons, 
who likewiſe recommended the Method 
which I had before propoſed. Having 
therefore provided ſome Cauteries adapted 


to the Part, with other Things, which 


were in general previouſly neceſſary, we 
likewiſe extracted ſome of the grinding 
Teen 
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Teeth, which ſtood in the Way of our 
Operation, which we afterwards per- 


formed as follows. Every Thing being 


prepared and duly diſpoſed, we ad- 
moniſhed the Patient to hold up his 
Finger, when the Cauterization had been 
continued ſo long that he could not bear 
it for Want of Breath, that he might not 
be in Danger of Suffocation ; for we knew 
by Experience, that. almoſt as great a 
Smoke or Fume would be raiſed, as 

is uſual in repairing the Hoof of a Horſe, 
This being premiſed, we introduced a 
Bit of Wood about the Thickneſs of a 
Finger betwixt each Jaw to keep them 
open in the Operation. After this, one 
of the Surgeons extirpated the whole 
Tumor with a ſhort and crooked Scal- 
pel, adapted to the Figure of the Palate, 


and in the mean time the other Surgeon _ 


ſecured the internal Part of the Cheek 
with a very broad Spatula, to prevent 
them from being injured by the Cau. 
teries, for which Purpoſe alſo ſome Com- 


Pres of ſcraped Lint, dipped in cold 
Water, 
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Water, were applied towards the Checks: 


Having extirpated the Tumor, the Cau- 
teries were applied red hot ſucceſſively 
one after the other, till we judged them 
to have performed their Office; obſerving 
in the mean Time to remove the: ignited 
Cautery when the Patient, lifted . up. his 
Finger to fetch his Breath. This being 
performed, we put the Patient to Bed, 
who in the mean Time talked to us very 
ſociably and chearfully; and to allay the 
Inflammation, and mitigate the Pam, we 
preſcribed a Mouth-waſh, and. a Drink 
of Barley, By the next Day we found 
the Patient ſo much altered, that we did 
not know him, his Head was ſo much 
ſwelled, by reaſon; of the great Inflam- 
mation, from "whence: he had alſo a 
Fever; but by the Uſe of Anti-philo- 
giſtic Remetlies, both the Fever and In- 
flammation were quickly removed; and 
in the mean Time we made Uſe of a 
Decoction of Mallows, Figs, &c. to pro- 
mote the falling off of the Eſchars, ad- 
ang a fuffitient Quantity of Mel Ro- 
8 ſarum, 
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122 Practical Obſervations 
ſarum, and changing the DecoRion as 


we found it neceſſary. After the Sepa- 
ration of the Eſchars, all the Parts ap- 
pearing red, the Patient feemed to be in 
a fair Way for Recovery; but ſoon after, 
a ſmall Piece of fungous Fleſh exhibited 
itſelf to View, which made us ſuſpect 
that the Diſorder was not totally eradi- 


cated. We therefore propoſed a new 


Cauterization, which the Patient did not 
at all oppoſe, bidding us do what Art 
required. The next Day we performed 


a ſecond Cauterization, and almoſt with 
the ſame Event with the firſt; for the 


Patient's Head was again violently ſwelled, 
being accompanied with a Fever, which 
we removed by the fame Means; and in 


2 little Time after, the Patient. was per- 


fectly cured, having ſince See: in Health 
for ſeveral Years, |

A like Caries and Sarcoma of the 
Palate, but not happily cured through 
the Ignorance of the Surgeons. 


Bout the ſame Time a certain Mer- 

. chant applied for a Cure for a like 
fungous Excreſcence and Caries of the 
Palate, to ſortte raſh Practitioners, by 


whoſe improper Treatment, the Diſorder 


was ſo much increaſed, that it was at 
length rendered almoft incurable. At 
length being tired out with the trifling 
Remedies of thoſe ignorant Pretenders, 
the Patient applied himſelf to me and 
others; but being informed that we could 
hope to do him no Service without Cau- 
terization, he renounced our Aſſiſtance, 
becauſe, ſays he, there are ſome who 
promiſe me a Cure only from the Ap- 
plication of Medicines to the affected 
Part, which they keep as a Secret not to 
be revealed to any one. Some Time 


G 2 after, 
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after, the Patient's Relations conſulted 
me again, ſaying, that the Patient was 
willing to undergo the Cauterization; 
but a Surgeon who was preſent to cau- 
terize the affected Part, brought for that 


Purpoſe ſuch a ſmall Cautery, as is com- 


monly uſed for a carious Tooth, and 
being aſked what he was about to do, 


he anſwered, to cauterize the Caries of 


the Palate ; but when we informed him 
what Cauteries would be neceſſary to per- 
form this Work, the Patient almoſt 


fainted away, and ſo continued for ſe- 


veral Weeks without the Aſſiſtance of 
the proper Remedies, *till at length the 
Diforder became fatal.

A Scirrhus and Abſceſs of the Liver 2 
happily cured, 


er? wo 0 is 


HAT lamentable Diforders may 


be ſeated in ſo noble a Part as 
the Liver, we are taught by many 
practical Obſervations ; and the Inſtance 
here produced is in ſome Meaſure ex- 
traordinary, though not altogether un- 
obſerved before. A Youth who was 
learning the Profeſſion of Surgery, had 
complained to us for three Vears paſt 
of a heavy Pain and Tenſion in the Opi- 
gaſtrium, extending from thence towards 
the left Hypochondrium; at length there 
was a hard Tumor here formed, at- 
tended with ſome Difficulty in the Reſpi- 
ration, and a ſlight Fever. Having ex- 
amined into the Symptoms, I judged 
that there was a Scirrhus, or Induration 
of the Liver, and by the Application of 
14 various emollient Plaſters and Cataplaſms, 
1 3 
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the Tumor was ſoftened, and brought to 
Suppuration, after which a potential Cau- 
tery being applied, the Abſceſs was 
opened with a Lancet, from whence a 
great Quantity of Matter was diſcharged, 
and ſoon after the Ulcer was cleanſed 
and healed. In this Caſe there is no 
room to doubt, but that the gibbous 
Part of the Liver adhered to the Peri- 
tonæum by ſome previous Inflammation, 
ſo that when the Ulcer was opened, the 
Matter was denied a Paſſage into the 
Cavity of the Abdomen. Some Inſtances 
of the like Kind are alſo to be found in 
the curious Obſervations of Marcbetti, 
Profeſſor at Paduway. 
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OBSERVAT. LI. 
That the Spleen, Liver, and renal 


Glands may be very well efteemed 
ſanguineous Glandules. 


HAT the Spleen juſtly deſerves 
the Title of a Gland is evident, 
if we compare the glandular Subſtance, 
which we often find in the Spleen, with 
the thyroide Glands, in which after ſtrict 
Examination, we ſhall obferve but little 
Difference. Tis true, the Spleen differs 


much from the Pancreas and falival 


Glands, and yet it may be juſtly efteemed 
a Gland; at leaſt it may be eſteemed a 
fanguineous Gland, ſubſervient to the 
Blood, with which it agrees in Colour. 
Of this Nature, that is, among the ſan- 


guineous Glandules, may be reckoned 


the renal Glands and the Liver, together 
with ſome which uſually adhere to the 
Spleen. In theſe Glands no peculiar 
excretoty Dutt could ever yet be found 

G4 beſides 
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beſides the Veins; nor do they ſeem to 
be of any other Uſe, than like the con- 


globate Glands of the ſame Nature, 
which ſerve to return Lymph to the 


Heart; in which beſides the lymphatic 


Veſſels, there is no particular excretory 
Duct to be found. It is not to be 
doubted, but that they ferve to exalt 
and render the Lymph more perfect, or 


_ elſe that they prepare a peculiar Juice 


from the arterial Blood, which they re- 
turn into the Lymph. The fame O- 


pinion is to be alſo formed concerning 
the ſanguineous Glandules, which ſerve 
to exalt and render the Blood itſelf 


more perfect; and hence it is that we 
find the Blood more thick and melan- 


choly, when the Spleen is obſtructed, 
tumefied, indurated, or otherwiſe diſ- 
ordered. The Spleen, I think, is there- 


fore to be efteemed a fort of Gland, 
which is alſo the Opinion of the cele- 


brated Anatomiſt Malpight; which O- 
pinion is alſo the more probable, inaſ- 
une as I frequently found ſmall Glands 
| _ 
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near the Spleen, in all Reſpects like unto 
that Viſeus. I remember to have de- 
monſtrated theſe Glands of the Spleen, 


or ſeated near the Spleen, in the Body of 


a certain Woman, of about forty Years 
old, who died of-a Jaundice and Bilious 
Diarrhæa in the Hoſpital of Amſterdam, 


in which the Preſident and Governors 


gave me Permiſſion to open many Bodies. 
In this Body I demonſtrated two Glands 
growing to, and very much reſembling, 
the Spleen itſelf, except in Magnitude, 


beſides a Scirrhus in the Spleen itſelf as 


hrge as a Walnut; at which Time was 


prefent Dortimunde, Dankers, Roonbuyſe, 


Coenerding, &c. Perſons celebrated in the 


Profeſſion of Phyſic and Surgery: For 


theſe two Glands reſembled the Spleen, 
not only in their external livid Colour, 
but alſo in their internal dark red; their 
Subſtance being perfectly the ſame iti 
that of the Spleen. It is alſo remarkab e, 

that the ſmall Veſſels. of theſe Glands 


ailing from the ſplenetic Veſſels, were 
ended by inflating the Veſſels of the 


G.;  _. Spleew 
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_ Spleen itſelf , whence we think that 


theſe Glands may be juſtly eſteemed fub. 
ſidiary Spleens, more eſpecially ſince they 
are ſo much increaſed when the Spleen 
is indurated, that they equal the Mag- 
nitude of a Walnut, as I have formerly 
obſerved. 


OBSERVAT. III. 


Tumors depending from the Occiput in 


the Heads of Infants, larger than 
be Head ſep, 


Have ſometimes obſerved Tumors de- 
pending from the Head in new-born 
Infants, and which have been more than 
equal in Magnitude to the Head itſelf, 
I remember once to have ſeen ſuch a 
Tumor even larger than the whole In- 
fant, by which the Birth was rendered 
extremely os; but as the whole 
Tumor 
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Tumor was replete with nothing but 


Humours, it could not abſolutely pre- 


vent the Birth. Although theſe Tumors 


are improperly called a Dropſy of the 
Head, ſo long as the Head is in this 
Caſe well conſtituted, yet the Diſorder 
has often ſo much Affinity with the Hy. 
drocephalus, that the Fœtus ſoon expires 
upon opening one of the fore- mentioned 


Tumors, in the ſame Manner as we 


have obſerved uꝑon opening the Hydro- 
cephalus; for the Humours contained in 


theſe Tumors generally communicate 


with the watery Juice ſupplied to the 


Ventricles of the Brain. I have ſome- 


times found theſe Tumors not altogether 
humoral, but in part fleſhy, and even in 


part cartilaginous. 
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OBSERVAT. Lin. 


The Cure of a Wound penetrati ng into 
the Thorax, with a Portion of the 


Lungs coming out through the 
Wound. 


OT only the Caves bn alſo che 
Lungs, may fuffer very great In- 
woke, without deſtroying Life, provided 
they are artfully treated. The Servant 
of a certain Sea-faring Perſon, being 
wounded in the Bottom of the fore-part 
of the Thorax into its Cavity, a Surgeon 
was called, who ſeeing a Portion of the 
Lungs thruſt out of the Wound, imme- 
diately made a ſtrong Ligature about the 
whole Part that was expelled, thinking 
x to be a Portion of the Omentum, 
and immediately ſent for me into Con- 
ſultation; but upon hearing me ſay that 
the Wound was not inflicted in the Ab- 
domen, but into the Cavity of the Tho- 
zaz,, and that the Part thruſt out * 
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ke had tied with the Ligature, was a 


Portion of the Lungs, he ſtood like one 


aſtoniſhed. But Things being thus ſtated, 
I adviſed him to leave the Wound as it 
was, and to dreſs it once a Day with a 
defenſive digeſtive Emplaſter, *till he 
found a Part of the Lungs intercepted 
by the Ligature mortified, hoping that 
it would be then ſeparated, and the Re- 
mainder of the Lungs healed in the 
Wound. itſelf, which ſo happily ſuc- 
ceeded, that the Patient was cured in a 
little Time 3 
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OBSERVAT. Lv. 


A mortal Wound in the Orbit of the 
Eye. 


Certain Man ſome Years ago was 
k wounded with the End of a Stick 
which was not very ſharp, entering the 
left Orbit of his Eye, which Wound was 
flighted, and judged to be of no Con- 
ſequence by thoſe who had the Cure of 
it, yet the Patient expired ſoon after he 
had received the Wound. The Mayor 
and Sheriffs of this City gave Orders to 
myſelf and the Surgeon in ordinary, to 
open the dead Body, in order to diſcover 
the Cauſe of the ſudden Death. Ex- 
ternally we found a ſmall Ecchymoſis in 
the upper Part of the Eye, but after taking 
off the 1 op of the Cranium by the Saw, 
we. diſcovered the Snake in the Graſs, 
for the Wound had penetrated the Brain 
to a conſiderable: Depth ; and this Ac- 
eident might very eaſily happen in this

for in many People the Bone is here no 
thicker than writing Paper; and in the 


recent Body it is ſo ſoft, that in many 
Skulls I have perforated it only with 
preſſing it by my Finger. Hence there- 
fore it is evident, that Wounds inflicted 


In the Orbits of the Eyes, ought not to 


be ſlighted or eſteemed of little Conſe- 
quence, eſpec ally if the wounding In- 


ſtrument is not very obtuſe, or if the 
wounded Patient becomes ſleepy, in- 


clined to vomiting, is feveriſh, or 
troubled with Vertigo's and Convul- 
ſions.

T is not without Reaſon: ſaid in the 

Proverb, that Nature is the Preſerver 
of herſelf; for the Truth of this Maxim 
appeared as evident as the noon Sun, in 
the little Daughter of a certain Lord, 
who, unknown to her Parents, ſwallowed 
Sometime after, a hard and 
inflammatory Tumor being formed in 
the Groin, accompanied with Pain. and 
Fever, the Parents ſent for me, who 
being informed that the Tumor did not 
ariſe ſuddenly, but enlarge by degrees, 
the Patient being neither troubled with 
a Vomiting, nor a Conſtipation. of her 
Bowels, I judged the Tumor to be a 


| Bubo, namely, a Tumor and Inflam- 


mation of che inguinal Glands; and 


Ance the Pains were fo violent, I judged 


nothing

nothing would be more convenient than 
the Application of emollient Cataplaſms. 


Thefe Remedies being applied by another 
Surgeon, the Tumor ſeemed to us to 
incline to Suppuration, and therefore we 
_ endeavoured to bring it ſpeedily to Ma- 
turity by the Addition of maturating 
Subſtances, and at length opened the 


Tumor with the Point of a Lancet ; but 


to our Surpriſe, a ruſty Needle was diſ- 
charged, together with a conſiderable 
Quantity of Matter, mixed with ſome 
of the inteſtinal Fæces. Having obſerved 


this, the Caſe ſeemed unrelievable to 
Art, but not fo to Nature, who fre- 


quently works her own Preſervation in 
2 ſurpriſing Manner ; and therefore we 


treated the Abſceſs with mundifying and 


incarnative Medicines, *till it was at 


length perfectly conſolidated. In this 


Caſe there is no Doubt but in the Be- 
ginning the Inteſtine firmly adhered to 
the Peritonæum, being injured and in- 
flamed by the Point of the Needle, in 
the ſame Manger as we obſerve the In-

A Mong all the Bodies which I have 


hitherto diſſected, I do not re- 
member to have ever met with ſuch 


large Stones as thoſe which I cut out in 


the Year 1684, from the Body of a 
Woman about forty Years old, dying 
of an Aſthma in the Hoſpital of Am- 


ſterdam, at which Diſſection were preſent 


B. Dortmunge, and Jabn Verwot, Cenſors 
of the College of Phyſicians, R. Rhon- 


buſe, and A. Conerding, experienced Sur - 


geons 
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geons of the ſaid Hoſpital ; and in this 
Subject there was fo great a Quantity of 
frothy Water contained in the membra- 
nous Cells and Bronchia of the Lungs, 
that upon cutting off a ſmall Part, it ran 


out Drop after Drop. In the Abdomen 


the Stomach and Inteſtines were in their 
natural State, and ſeated in the Hypo- 
gaſtrium. The Uterus was not in the 
Middle of the Pelvis, but inclined to 
the left Side, being in other Reſpects in 
its natural State. The Pelvis of the Kid- 


ney, as alſo the left Kidney itſelf, con- 


tained a Prodigious large Stone, reſeme 
bling both in Magnitude and Form, a 

large Race of Ginger, of two or three 
Fingers Breadth, and as much „

charged fifty Stones, many of 
which were about the Size of ſmall Peas, 
according to the Account of the cele- 
brated Phyſician of Amſterdam, Dr. Bronck- 
horft, who attended her while living. It 
is eaſy to conjecture what Torments af- 
flicted the unfortunate Patient, from which 
ſhe was not free till Death.

Concerni ng the Origin and Nature 
of Mole. 


Mola is ſaid to be a ſhapeleſs 

Maſs of Fleſh, deſtitute. of Bones, 
and generated from a falſe or imperfect 
Conception. But if this be true, it may 
fem wonderful, that ſuch ſort of Molæ 
ſhould be diſcharged from Maids, or 
Virgins, or at leaſt from ſuch as have 
not lain under the leaſt Suſpicion. I 
have alſo obſerved old Women, who 
have made no Uſe at all of Men, to 
avoid ſuch Maſſes or Molæ as theſe 
before-mentioned. It frequently happens 
in Abortions after the Fcetus is excluded, 
that the Placenta remains behind, not 
only for Weeks, but even for Months, 
and by the Preſſure or Contraction of the 
Uterus, is not only formed agreeable ta 
the Cavity of that Viſcus, but is alſo. 
frequently ſo much indurated, that in 
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the Compactneſs of its Subſtance, it 


much exceeds Fleſh, and may be taken 


for a Mola. For above theſe twenty 
Years paſt, it has been enacted by the 
Sheriffs and Aldermen of this City, that 
to prevent further Misfortunes in Mid- 
wifry, of which there are many great 
Complaints, that the College of Phy- 
ficians and myſelf, ſhould examine all 
the Midwives admitted to practiſe within 
the City of: Anſterdum, the Number of 
which was very great: I have aſked al- 
moſt every one of them what they have 


obſerved concerning Molæ, but none of 


them could give us any Account, farther 
than that they were firm fleſhy Bodies, 
which they had known to be excluded 
from the Uterus, but never living, as 
fome imagined. Sometimes Sarcomata, 
or fleſhy Excrefcencies, are expelled from 
the Uterus, which are miſtaken for 


Molæ, for thus 1 call them, becauſe [ 
never could find any Thing in them but 


Fleſh; and ſuch Excreſcencies as theſe 
I have obſerved adhering to the Uterus 
itſelf 
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itſelf by a Foot-ſtalk, when Women have | 


been- in Labour. But at theſe we need 
not be at all ſurpriſed, fince ſuch like 
Bodies grow out even from the Stomach 
and Bladder, according to my own Ob- 
ſervation, It is therefore highly probable 
that the Molæ ſo often talked of above 
and obſerved, are nothing more than 
feſky Excreſcencies of the Uterus like 
thoſe before- mentioned, or elſe Placentæ 
retained in the Uterus, and there com- 


preſſed, as I have obſerved before; but 


not at all do they ariſe from a bad 
Conception,

A Gangrene and Perforation of the 
Vagina and Rectum happily cured. 


VEN in the moſt dangerous Caſes 
| the Phyſician ought not to deſpair, 
ſince frequently by the Aſſiſtance of 
Nature, almoft incredible Cures are 
brought about. There are ſome People 
very forward in their Talk, as they are 
back ward in their Performance, and who 
are haſty enough to pronounce, that the 
Patient will not be cured, that he cannot 
eſcape, but muſt die, &c. Whereas if they 
conſulted their Reputation, they would 


certainly be more cautious in their Prog- 


noſtics. The Wife of a certain Baker in 
Amſterdam was afflicted with ſuch a dan- 
gerous Gangrene of the Vulva and In- 
teſtinum Rectum, brought on by a diffi- 
cult Labour, that many believed ſhe 
muſt in a little Time be loſt. After 
the Separatien of the Gangrene, we ob- 

ſerved 
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ſerved ſo large a Perforation through 
the Vagina, that one might eaſily pals 
a Walnut, covered with its green Shell, 
through the Opening into the Cavity of 
the Inteſtinum Rectum; hence the in- 
teſtinal Fæces had a ready Paſſage from 
the Rectum to the Vulva, which is in- 
deed not unfrequent . in ſuch Diſorders, 
ſince the Vagina adheres ſo ſtrictly to 


the Rectum, that they ſeem to be as it 
were one continued Body, ſo that if 


either Part is affected, the other cannot 
remain free. The Surgeon, who with 
myſelf, undertook the Cure, contrived 
an Inſtrument formed of a metalline 
Plate, in the Shape of a hollow Peſſary, 
the external Surface of which was ſpread 
with ſarcotic Medicines; but as this was 
not conſiſtent with the Theory of Sur. 
1 i ery, fo it was alſo found uſeleſs in the 


Practice, it being intolerable to the Pa- 
tient. We therefore applied the foremen- 


- I tioned Medicines, ſpread upon Pledgets, 
e I to the Opening of the affected Parts, by 
r which Means the Patient was cured in

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a little Time. Where then are thoſe 
fhallow-headed Surgeons that cry out that 
ſuch Diſorders are - incurable, and can 
never be cured without leaving a Fiſtul 
behind? I can aſſure them, that not 
only this Woman was perfectly cured, 
without any Defect remaining, but alſo 


that we have cured many others il- 


ordered in the ſame Manner. But I ob- 
ſerved this Difference in Gangrenes of 
theſe Parts, that if the back Part of the 


Vagina, namely, that towards the O. 


Sacrum, is thus affected, it may be more 
eaſily cured, on Account of the Fleſhineſs 


of the Inteſtinum Rectum, and Diſpo- 


ſition of the Vagina, which towards the 
Rectum has not ſo many tranſverſe and 


hard Rugæ, nor ſo many Nerves to 


retard the Cure, which there ſucceeds 
the more readily, as all the Parts are 
more ſoft. But in the anterior Part of 


the Vagina, namely, that towards the 


Meatus Urinarius, the Cure is not only 
more difficult for the *forementioned 
Reaſons, but alſo becauſe the continual

F the Saying of Hippocrates be truc, 
namely, that Experience is fallacious, 
it may be certainly pronounced with 
more Truth, that Practice without Ex- 


perience muſt be extremely fallacious. 


A certain Woman fell out of a Chaiſe 
upon the Earth, which was frozen hard, 
whence her Forehead was ſo violently 


contuſed, that a large Tumor imme- 


diately appeared. A Surgeon living in 
the Suburbs having examined the Tu- 
mor, and underſtanding the Patient had 


H * vomited 
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vomited ſeveral Times, judged that the 


Skull was ſplit and depreſſed, ſo that 


the Patient could not be cured without 


a crucial Inciſion through the Integu- 
ments, and an Elevation of the Bones. 


At his propoſing this, the By-ſtanders 


ordered me to be ſent for, but I ſoon 
oppoſed his intended Operation, and aſ- 
ſerted, that there were no Signs of 3 
Fiſſure of the Cranium. - To this he 


audaciouſly anſwered, that he could per- 


ceive the Depreſſion of the Skull with 


his Fingers, and that there could never 


be any Depreſſion without a Fiſſure; 
and indeed, if I had not frequently ex- 
amined ſuch Tumors of the Head with 


my Fingers, and made myſelf better ac- 


quainted with their true Nature by Ex- 
perience, I ſhould myſelf alſo have pro. 
nounced , that the Cranium was de- 
preſſed ; for thus indeed Tumors of the 


Head, ariſing from a violent Contuſion, 


often ſeem in their Examination by the 
Touch. For when the Part betwixt the 
Tumor and ſound Part of the Head is 

EE com- 
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compreſſed by the Finger, the Cranium 
ſeems to be depreſſed z and thus the 
younger Surgeons may be eaſily impoſed 
upon, who therefore ought to be cautious 
that they do not fall into the like Error. 
I therefore ordered the Application of a 
cephalic Fomentation to the Part which 
was intended for the crucial Inciſion; 
the Form of which Fomentation may 
be ſeen below; and by this Means the 
Tumor diſperſed in two or three Days 


Time, and the Patient recovered without 


any greater external Remedy. - But I 
judge that the Trepan and Scalpel ought 
not to be immediately applied, even in 
a true Fracture of the Cranium, as well 
as in theſe violent Contuſions, in which 


the Symptoms are not very urgent; for 


in that Caſe, after Bleeding, it is better to 
apply ſome ſuch cephalic Fomentation, 
not uſed ſparingly, nor in thin Rags, 
but in thick Flannels, applied very warm, 
and all over the Head; for by this 
Means I have happily relieved thoſe 
4 whole 
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whoſe Heads have been almoſt under the 
Inciſion of the Scalpel.

\ Mong all the Diſorders to which the 
Uterus is liable, an Induration 
and Inflammation of it at the Time of 
lying- 
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lying- in is one of the molt frequent and 
remarkable; by which only many Wo- 
men are deſtroyed in their lying- in. 1 
have often wondered with myſelf to ob- 
ſerve, how eaſily the Uterus is inflamed 
in ſome Women to what it is in others, 
[ have even obſerved the Uterus inflamed _ 
after Delivery, when the Birth has been 
ealy. . Midwives ought therefore to know 
that the Uterus ſhould not by any Means 
be ſtrongly preſſed upon externally, in 
order to turn the Infant's Head towards 
the Os Uteri; they ſhould learn to be 
cautious in their extracting of the Secun- 
dines, to avoid compreſſing the Abdo- 
men, and conſequently the Uterus in 
too violent a Manner. Midwives ought 
to be more cautious not to introduce 
their Hand into the Uterus, without ab- 
ſolute Neceſſity, becauſe by the Preſſure 
and Attrition of the Hand, I have fre- 
quently known the lower Part of the 
Uterus to be inflamed. But what ſhall 
we ſay to thoſe raſh and daring Practi- 
tioners, who make no Scruple to in- 

H 4 troduce 
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troduce their Fingers into the Anus to 
make Way for the Excluſion of the Head 


of the Feetus, by which Practice the In- 
teſtinum Rectum and adjacent Parts may 
be eaſily inflamed. In ſhort, not the leaſt 


Violence of any Kind ſhould be offered to 
the Womb, to avoid theſe Inflammations, 


and other bad Conſequences which too 


frequently follow from that Cauſe,

zt's natural Place being filled with 
another Body like unto the Spleen. 


Mong thoſe Parts of the human 

Body which ſometimes change 
their natural Situation, the Spleen is none 
of the leaſt remarkable, which in it's 
natural Situation under the falſe Ribs 
cannot be felt by the Fingers. But in 
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a preternatural State when it is much en- 
larged in Magnitude by its Weight and 
Bulk, it ſometimes deſcends not only 
below the falſe Ribs, but even into 
the hypogaſtric Region, ſo that it may 
be plainly felt by the Hand. In the 
Year 1670, a certain Woman in our 
Hoſpital contracted a Hardneſs and violent. 
Pain in the hypogaſtric Region, after a 
painful and difficult Labour. Some Peo- 
ple ſuſpected that this Hardneſs aroſe 
from a Retention of the Placenta Uterina, 
and therefore various Remedies were uſed 
in order to expel the ſame; but all being 
to no Purpoſe, the Patient at length 
expired. The Phyſician in ordinary at 


that Time to the Hoſpital, Dr. Gerard 


De Penin, gave me an Opportunity of 
opening the Body. I found all the in- 
ternal Parts duly diſpoſed, except the 
Spleen, which was above eight Times 
larger than its natural Bulk, weighing 
tour Pounds, and being prolapſed into 
the Cavity of the Pelvis; but in the 


natural Seat of the Spleen appeared another

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Body of the ſame Fabric, about the Size 
of a large Cheſnut, but in Colour and 
Subſtance exactly reſembling the Spleen.

Was for a long Time doubtful con- 
J cerning the Nature of thoſe hard and 1 
oblong Tumors with which Women are ; 
frequently troubled in the Abdomen : 
after Delivery, until I had an Oppor- | 
tunity of gaining more Light into this 1 
Matter by the Diſſection of a certain | 
Body, in which I obſerved the Omen- 
tum almoſt two Fingers thick, three | 
Fingers reed, and a Span and a half 
long 
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ſong degenerated into a Subſtance be- 


twixt Fat and Fleſh, and in ſome Mea- 


ſure ſcirrhous. I have frequently handled 
Tumors of this Nature, while yet con- 


tained in the Abdomen of living Women, 
after they have been delivered, ſome of 


which I have obſerved in a tranſverſe 
Poſition, and others in an oblique 
Poſture, I am apt to believe, that in 
this Caſe the Omentum having been 
compreſſed by the circumjacent Viſcera 


during the Time of Geſtation, that by 
the Preſſure and Attrition which it re- 


ceives from the Uterus, it may be ſome- 


times inflamed, enlarged and concreted 


together with the Uterus, in the ſame 


Manner as we obſerve in many other 


membranous Parts of the Body, after 
they have been inflamed, even to a flight 
Degree. It is remarkable, that theſe 
oblong Tumors can be frequently handled 


by the Women themſelves, in whoſe 


Abdomen it is contained, ſeeming to 
them as if a Gut was in the Hand. 1 


have ſeveral Times obſerved Women 
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ſuſtain theſe Tumors for many Years, 
often with little or no Pain, but not 
without ſome Inconveniency. In the 
Woman which I opened, as above-men- 
tioned, the whole Omentum, from the 
Bottom of the Stomach to the Uterus, 
was rolled up and concreted together 
like an Inteſtine, being very much in- 
durated, and firmly attached to the 
Bottom of the Uterus, near which, upon 
making a tranſverſe Inciſion through the 
Omentum, I could plainly perceive the 


Folds in which it was rolled oP and 
concreted together.

Hether all Animals and Inſects 

are generated Ex Ovo, as Harvey 
and his Followers teach, I am apt to

cyſtic Duct and Pori Biliarii in Sheep, 
as alſo in the Gall-bladder itſelf, as I 
have frequently obſerved.

Sort of thoſe which are more frequently 


to be met with in the Kidneys of Dogs.

for it does not ſeem probable that they 


| ſhould have been conveyed to the fore-

A great Part of the Liver degene- 
rated into Hydatides, after being 
wounded by an unſrilful Surgeon. 


HAT the Subſtance of the Liver 
is glandular, or compoſed of very 
ſmall Glands, I have already endeavoured 
to prove by various Obſervations; and 
I have ſeveral Times demonſtrated theſe 
Glands to be degenerated into Hyda- 


tides; but my Deſign in this Place is to 
relate a very ſurpriſing Hiftory of the 
Liver, in a great Part degenerated into 
Hydatides. A certain raſh Surgeon 
dwelling in a certain Part of the Suburbs 
of this City, being about to perform 
the Paracenteſts of the Thorax for a 


Dropſy, 
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Dropſy, which he imagined to be in the 
Breaſt, ſent for me into Conſultation, 
but being ſo much indiſpoſed that I was 
not able to come, he by himſelf, and 
of his own Accord, perforates not the 
Thorax, but the Abdomen in the right 
 Hypochondrium. Hereupon many Hy. 
datides burſt forth ſucceſſively, at the 
Sight of which, being aſtoniſhed, he in- 
ſerted a Tent, and came running to me, 
but to no Purpoſe, for ſoon after the 
poor Woman expired, whence we had 
an Opportunity of enquiring fully into 
the Diſorder. Having opened the Tho- 
rax, we found no preternatural or extra- 
vaſated Humour, but all the Viſcera 
there appeared well-conditioned. But in 
the Abdomen, the Liver adhered to the 


Peritonzum, and its proper Subſtance 


| ſeemed in a great Meaſure to be made 
up of Hydatides. This Part of the 
Liver adhering to the Peritonæum, had 
been wounded by the ignorant Surgeon, 


who attempted to perforate the Thorax, 


and from that Wound Hydatides burſt 
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forth, which might more eaſily happen, 
becauſe the whole Subſtance of the Liver 
in that Place was degenerated into Hy- 
datides, in ſuch a Manner, that only 
the Membrane inveſting the Liver, in- 
terpoſed betwixt the Cavity of the Ab- 
domen and Peritonæum, to which laſt 
the Membrane of the Liver adhered.

/ Ounds 'penetrating the Abdomen 
with a ſmall Extravaſation of 
Blood into it's Cavity, but without in- 
juring any of the more noble Viſcera, 
are in my Opinion not ſo dangerous as 
ſome imagine. An Inſtance of this we 
have in a Dog of a moderate Size, whoſe 
: Spleen, 
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Spleen, for the Satisfaction of my Pupils, 
I lately cut out, after having firſt tied 
up the ſplenic Veſſels, neglecting at the 
lame Time the ſmall epiploic Artery, 
Having thus extirpated the Spleen with 
its Veſſels, the *forementioned epiploic 
Artery . which was not tied, bled ſo pro- 
fuſely, that the Dog ſeemed to be about 
to expire; but yet I returned the ſame 


Artery witHout a Ligature into the Ab- 


domen, where it doubtleſs continued to 
bleed for ſome Time. I then united the 
Wound by the uninterrupted Suture, 
and in a little Time, within ſix or ſeven 
Days, the Wound was healed up, and 
the Dog appeared well. For the firſt 
two or three Days after the Operation 
the Dog would neither eat nor drink, 
frequently vomiting ; but afterwards the 


Dog eat very greedily, and ſo continues 


to do. 

Therefore Wounds of the Abdomen 
penetrating its Cavity with a moderate 
Extravaſation of Blood, and without an) 
great Injury of the more noble Viſcera, 
are 
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are not to be pronounced in themſelves 


mortal, even though there is no Op- 


portunity in this Caſe to diſcharge the 
extravaſated Blood by Paracenteſis. We 
need not be very ſolicitous in our En- 
quiry after the Time when, and the 


Paſſages by which the *forementioned 


Blood was carried off by Nature; but 
it is ſufficient that we have often expe- 
rienced ſuch-like Extravaſations of Blood 


diſperſed without any ill Conſequence. 


Beſides thoſe well known Paſſages of the 


Inteſtines, Pores, Kidneys, &c. I muſt 
believe that there are other Paſlages, 
and that the lymphatic and Blood-veſlels 
themſelves have alſo a Share in receiving 
the extravaſated Blood. For the Blood 
which has been thus extravaſated and 
confined in the Cavity of the Abdomen, 
muſt either congeal or remain fluid, If 
it concretes, as we obſerve after Bleeding, 
in a Baſon, there is no Doubt that the 
greateſt Part of it, if not all, will in 


Time diſſolve into a ſerous Liquor, as 
we ſee in the Blood which has been 


drawn 
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drawn from a Vein; and thus it will be 
put into a Condition to be received into 
or taken up by the Veſſels. But if the 
extravaſated Blood does not congeal , 
there is ſtill the ſame Reaſon for it to 
be abſorbed by the Veſſels, eſpecially 
the Veins, provided its Quantity 1s 
moderate, and the Air excluded. But 
if a large Quantity of Blood is retained 
in the Cavity of the Abdomen, which 
has been perforated by a large Wound, 
and not ſecured from the external Air, 
that Blood will then corrupt, excite 
Fevers, and put the Patient in great T. 
Danger of his Life.

The Spina Dorſi incurvated in Form 
of a Circle, 


Mong the Diſorders of the Bones, 
J do not remember to have ſeen 
any more ſurpriſing than the Contraction 
of the Bodies of the Vertebræ in their 
Fore-part, almoſt into nothing, being 
compacted or preſſed into each other to 
| fuch a Degree, that they were ſcarce 
equal in all their Dimenſions to the . 
Thickneſs of the Body of one Vertebra ; 
and what is apt to excite the Admiration of 
every one, is, that in our Repoſitory we 
keep ſeven Vertebræ of the Back, con- 
creted together by Ancyloſis, or bony Sub- 
ſtance, and incurvated ſo much into a Cir- 
cle, that the Body of the upper Vertebra 
unites with the Body of the lowermoſt. The 
Bodies of theſe four Vertebræ are ſcarce 
: equal to the Body of one. We always 
ke, that in crooked, or Hump-back'd 
People, 


- 
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People, the Spine of the Back is in. 
flected; but for the Spine to be ſo much 


incurvated, that its upper Part ſhould 


conjoin or unite with its lower, is what 
deſerves the greateſt Admiration. That 
the Perſon was Hump- backed to whom 
theſe Vertebræ belonged, there is not 
the leaſt Room to doubt; but I cannot 
imagine how the Bodies of the Vertebræ 
ſhould be thus incurvated into a Circle, 
as if they were forced by a Preſs, without 
injuring the Spinal Medulla, ſo tender 


and important a Part, that it cannot 


ſuſtain the leaſt Injury without the higheſt 
Detriment to the Body. If indeed the 
*forementioned Diſorder was born with 
the Perſon, the Caſe would not be fo 
wonderful; but it ſeems probable, that 
the Vertebræ contracted this Incurvation 
after the Birth; and that the Bodies of 
the Vertebræ are thus reduced almoſt to 
nothing in many who have been Hump- 
backed, is evident from the ſeveral 
Specimens which are preſerved in our

A Frer long Abſtinence and ſevere 
[ Pains, the Body is not only much 
emaciated, but ſometimes alſo the Sto- 
mach, with its annexed Inteſtines, are 
ſo contracted, that I have obſerved them 
to bear the leaſt Reſemblance to what 
they ought to be in their natural State. 
An Inſtance of this Diſorder we exhibited 
in the Body of a certain Nobleman, in 
the Preſence of ſeveral Surgeons and 


Phyficians ; in which Patient the Stomach 
was ſo much contracted, that one might 


have very fairly affirmed it to be de- 
generated into an Inteſtine.

HAT ſeveral Parts of the Body 
become indurated, and even oſſi- 
fied after Conſumptions and Waſtings of 
the Body, is univerſally known, almoſt 
to every one; but that the ſame Acci- 


dents may. likewiſe happen in dropſical 


Patients, is evident from the following 
Inftance. A Woman with Child, and

at the ſame Time dropſical, was, during 


the whole Time of her Pregnancy, per- 


plexed with a whole Train of Diſorders; 
and even after ſhe was delivered of a 
mature Fcetus, ſhe continued to be op- 
preſſed with an Aſcites, Anguiſh in the 


Præcordia, intolerable Pains, &c. till at 
length it pleaſed God to put an End to 


her Miſeries by Death. Upon opening 


the Body, there was a free Diſcharge 


given to the watery Humour; after which 
I obſerved the Peritonæum in ſeveral. 


Places indurated with Particles, which 


reſembled Grains of Sand, and the Vena 
Porta was found in part offified, which 
laſt I reſerve in my Repoſitory.

A e Deficiency of the Shin round 
the Navel in a PFetus, 


Have many Times obſerved news- 
4A born Infants, in which the Skin and 
Muſcles of the Abdomen have been ab- 
ſent for the Compaſs of a Shilling round 
the Navel, ſo that in that Part the In- 
teſtines were covered only with a thin 
Skin. This Diſorder I have indeed often 
obſerved, but never cured, for every 
one of theſe Infants have paſſed from the 
Womb to the Grave within the Space 
of ſix, ſeven, eight, or nine Days. This 
Diſorder is by ſome called Hernia Um- 


bilicalis, from which Diſorder this is 


however very different, for it cannot be 
termed an umbilical Rupture before the 


Navel is formed, as in new- born Infants 


who have as yet no Navel, unleſs we 
underſtand that Term in ſo large a 


Senſe, as to ſometimes intend the Navel 
String 
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String for the Navel. The Navel, pro- 
perly ſpeaking, is that wrinkled Portion 
of the Skin which is protuberant in the 
Middle of the Abdomen, and which re- 
mains when the Navel String is fallen off 
after the Birth; and this being frequently 
diſtended to a great Degree, is termed 
an umbilical Hernia, or Rupture. But 
in the preſent Caſe, we have a Diſorder, 
not of Magnitude, but of Number; for 
the Skin, together with its ſubjacent 
Muſcles, are abſent round the Navel 
String, which laſt is therefore ſo much 
extenuated ound its Inſertion into the 
Abdomen, that it ſeems to be only a 
thin Skin, through which the Inteſtines 
are viſible. As this Diſorder admits not 
of a perfect Cure, therefore the Infant is 
to be relieved by one that is palliative, 
only by applying Emplaſtrum Diapom- 
pholigos, or the like, which has not 
too great a Tenacity, leſt by adhering 
too firmly to the thin Skin, it might 
rend open a Paſſage for the contained 
Viſcera to prolapſe. |

ROM the preceding Diſorder 1 
once obſerved a much more de- 
Plorable Malady follow, when the Birth 
of the Infant proved more than uſually 
difficult; namely, I have obſerved a Pro- 


lapſion of the Stomach, Inteſtines and 


Spleen, from the Cavity of ti Abdomen, 
the Fœtus yet living for ſeveral Hours, 
although the ſeveral *fore-mentioned Viſ- 
cera were naked and deſtitute of all their 
Integuments ; here it was not difficult 


for us to ſee the periſtaltic Motion of the 


Inteftines. One may eaſily imagine how 
much the Reputation of a Midwife muſt 
fuffer, who ſhould happen to meet with 
this Accident in the Birth, and at the 
ſame Time Phyſicians are called who 
have never ſeen, or know nothing of 

this 
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this Diſorder ; for the Viſcera burſt forth 
in this Caſe, not for any Fault in the 
Midwife, but from a Deficiency of the 
Skin and ſubjacent Muſcles, whence the 


Viſcera cannot be confined, eſpecially in 
a more difficult Birth.

Once obſerved the *fore-mentioned 
Diſorder in a Fctus after the Birth, 
in which there was a Deficiency of the 
greateſt Part of the Skin and Muſcles 
in the anterior Part of the Abdomen. 
We here obſerved the Viſcera covered 
only with the Peritonæum, which was 
ſo thin, that we could not only ſee the

A voracious, or canine Appetite, from 
a Relaxation of the Pylorus. 


A Lthough there may be various 
1 Cauſes of a canine Appetite and 


Lientery concealed within the Viſcera, 
yet I could never obſerve any more 
evident than that which I lately found 


in diſſecting the Body of a Woman, in 
the Preſence of the moſt experienced 
Smeding. A ceitain Woman had been 
for a long Time troubled with a canine 


Appetite, or perpetual Deſire of Eating, 


becauſe the Stomach being diſtended 
with Food, could not long retain the 
ſame, on Account of the Relaxation of 
the Pylorus; and from hence the In- 
teſtines 


le 4 tha 
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teſtines diſcharged the Food quicker than 
they ought, their Office being indeed to 
further digeſt, or concoct the Aliment, 
but not to convert the groſs Food into 
Chyle; and from hence therefore ſhe 
almoſt conſtantly complained of Pains in 
her Bowels a little after a Meal ; and thus 
ſhe continued with an Increaſe of the 
Diſorder, till ſhe at length expired. 
After opening the Body, the Viſcera 
were found well conſtituted, except only 


the Stomach, whoſe Pylorus, as we ob- 
ſerved a little before, was ſo much re- 
laxed, that it would receive all one's 


Fingers together.

A conſiderable Wound of the Bladder 


happily cured, but followed with 


an hernial Tumor, 


OW dangerous Wounds are when 
inflicted in the Bottom, or Sides 

of the Bladder, may appear, inaſmuch 
as many pronounce them mortal. That 


they are very difficult to cure, and are 


often attended with the moſt grievous 
Symptoms, there is not the leaſt Room 
to doubt; and every one will confeſs, 
that 1t is very rare for conſiderable 
Wounds in this Part, to be brought to 
Conſolidation, which yet is ſometimes 
obſerved to ſucceed. About a Year 
ago, a Citizen of Amſterdam was wounded 
in the Hypogaſtrium, the Bladder being 
at the ſame Time divided in ſuch a 
Manner, that it could no longer evacuate 


ſo much as a Drop of Urine through the 


Penis ; but on the contrary, there was 
. | | {0 
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ſo much Urine daily diſcharged through 
the Wound, that the Patient in a Manner 
ſwam in his Bed. The Scrotum {ſwelling 
ſoon after the Wound was inflicted, at 
length degenerated into a Gangrene, 
not without fainting Fits. To this Gan- 
grene were applied Cataplaſms of the 
Crumb of Bread, mixed with Water, 
Hemlock and Wine, by which the Pa- 
tient was much relieved, and the Gan. 
grene ſoon reſtrained ; and by the Ap- 
plication of two Sponges to the Side of 
the Wound, the greateſt Part of the 
Urine was abſorbed. After ſome Days 
Application of ſarcotic Medicines, ſpread 
upon Lint to the Lips of the Wound, 
we perceived a ſmall Incarnation, and a 
Quantity of grumous Blood was diſ- 
charged, with ſeveral Drops of Urine 
through the Penis, which gave En- 
couragement both to ourſelves and the 
Patient. On the following Days tte 
Incarnation was ſo far aivinced. that the 
Patient diſcharged all his Urine through 
the Penis, and was ſoon after cured, 
| [ 6 without 
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without any remaining Complaint, ex- 


cept that lately he has complained of a 
flight Pain about the Cicatrix of the 


Wound, without any remarkable Cauſe 
preceding; and the Part itſelf by degrees 
began to be diſtended into a Tumor, 
wnich was doubtleſs a Hernia; for this 
I have frequently experienced, that after 
the Cure of Wounds penetrating the 
Cavity of the Abdomen, a Hernia has 


followed, becauſe the Peritonæum can 
ſeldom be brought to a perfect Union, 


and therefore they act prudently who 
wear a Belt for ſome Years after the 
Cure, to prevent a Hernia, I was aſ⸗ 
ſiſted in the Cure of this Patient by the 


eminent Phyſician Dr. Wenden, and the 


expert Surgeon Mr. John Wall.

An ulcerons Hardneſs of the Tongue 
extirpated by the Scalpel and 
Cautery. 


HE Inſcription upon the Dutch 
Money, with reſpect to the Sea, 
idem Tutor & Hoſtis, 1s true with reſpect 
to our Teeth, which when in a good 
Condition, do not only defend the 
Tongue and Fauces, bur alſo divide the 
Aliment, modulate our Speech, and 
ſerve many other Purpoſes ; but on the 


contrary, when they are diſordered, they 


prove our moſt troubleſome Enemies. 
There is not a Part in the Body that ex- 
cites ſuch excruciating Pains as the Teeth, 
when carious; nor do they ſpare the 
Tongue, which is ſometimes ſo much 
ulcerated and indurated by the Aſperities 
of the Teeth, as to deſtroy the Patient. 
I could produce various Inſtances of their 

fan Effects, if it were not in this Place 
| ioreign 
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foreign to our Deſign. We ſhall there- 
fore only obſerve, how the Tongue is to 


be cured when it has been not only in- 


durated, but ulcerated from this Cauſe. 
The Cure in this Caſe muſt be always 
begun by an Extraction, or filing down 
of the Teeth which produced the Mif- 
chief, and in the mean Time the Tongue 
itſelf is to be treated with Mel Ro- 
farum, acidulated with a few Drops of 


the Oil of Vitriol, the Application of 


which is to be frequently renewed in a 
Day, becauſe it does not continue long 
upon the affected Part; but if the Diſ- 
order yields not to this, or the like 


Remedies, the Tumor in the mean Time 


increaſing, the Part affected becoming 
more and more ulcerated and fungous, 
the Lips turning back, in that Caſe, the 
whole indurated and ulcerated Part of 
the Tongue is to be extirpated, and af- 
terwards cauterized; for I have by Ex- 
perience learned, that nothing is more 


elfectual when the Signs of Malignity 


appears, chan the Ae of actual 


Cauteries, 
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Cauteries, after the vitiated Part has been 
extirpated, There are indeed ſome who 
prefer the potential Cautery, but with 
leſs Prudence. A certain old Woman, 
who had been a long Time afflicted with 
this Diſorder, which had returned again, 
after repeated Extirpations, implored 
our Aſſiſtance. I therefore conſulted 
with the Surgeon who had before ampu- 
tated the diſeaſed Part to no Purpoſe, 

even though the Inciſion was made ſuffi- 
_ ciently deep; and after deliberating upon 
the Means to root out the Diſorder, and 
prevent its Return, we determined to 
repeat the Extirpation, and afterwards 
to burn the Part with large and con- 
venient Cauteries. After r the Patient was 
informed by us that our if Caſe was not 
deſperate, but that there ſtill remained 
a Remedy by Amputation, followed with 
a Cauterization, ſhe readily conſented, 
and underwent the Operation with ſo 
firm and intrepid a Mind, that ſhe hardly 
made the leaſt Noiſe with her Cries. 
After Univerſals premiſed, we therefore 


took 
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took hold of the Tongue with a linnen 
Cloth, by which it might be more con- 
veniently drawn out of the Mouth, after 
which the other Surgeon extirpated the 
whole diſeaſed Part with a ſharp and 
crooked Scalpel, which being done, we 
applied a. Piece of Linnen, dipped in 


cold Water, to the internal Surface of the 


Cheek, that it might not be injured by 
the Cautery; and then we ſufficiently 
cauterized the Part affected, forcibly 
preſſing down the Cautery, and ſeveral 
T'imes repeating it. After the Operation 
was over, an emollient Gargariſm, or 
Mouth-waſh, was uſed to mitigate the 
Pain, and promote the Separation of the 
Eſchars, which being effected, the Cure 
Was ſoon after compleated, with Tincture 
of Myrrh and Aloes, mixed with De- 


coctions of drying Ingredients, with. 


Honey of Roſes, &c. After the Cure 
was in this Manner compleated, the old 
Woman continued well, and free from 
any Return of her Diſorder.

HAT a Polypus is in the Noſe, 

every one is well acquainted , 

but the true Seat, or Part from whence 
it ariſes, is not ſo well known. There 
are ſome who make the Seat of a Polypus 
to be only in the Noſe, others in the 
Fauces, and others again tell us, that 
the Ears are infeſted with the ſame fleſhy 
Excreſcencies. But we have twice found 
Polypus's ſeated in a Cavity of the upper 
Jaw-bone, to which Highmore gives the 
Denomination of Antrum. I once ob- 
ſerved a Polypus in this Cavity in a pub- 
lick Diſſection; and I a ſecond Time 
obſerved the ſame Diſorder ſeated in the 
Antrum Highmorianum in a Woman, 
who was much afflicted with a malignant 
Tumor and Excreſcence of the Gums: 
Mr. Peter Adrian the Younger, and 
Van 
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Van Ulſen, together with myſelf, ex- 
tracted ſome of the N Teeth in 
this Patient, after which they cauterized 
the affected Part, by paſſing an actual 
Cautery into the Cavity of the *fore- 
mentioned Antrum, from whence on the 
tollowing Days we thruſt out a great 
Number of Polypus's by the little Finger, 


OBSERVAT.

A wonderful Luſus Nature in the 
Veſſels of the Kidneys. 


{ HE Variations, or Luſus Nature 
which we diſcover in the Parts 


pens no where more frequently than in 
the Veſſels of the Kidneys. With reſpect 
to the renal Arteries, which are called 
the Emulgents, they are ſometimes found 
double or triple at their Origin from the 
Aorta, from whence however they gene- 
rally ariſe ſingle. Burt before theſe renal 
Arteries enter the Kidneys, they are 
variouſly ramefied, being ſplit into. two, 
three, or more Branches, of which I keep 
ſeveral Specimens in my Repoſitory. With 
reſpect to the Ureters and Pelvis, though 
we generally obſerve that each Kidney 
is furniſhed with only one, yet | have 
ſometimes found the Pelvis and Ureter 
divided into two, or even three, of which

of the human Body by Diſſection, hap- 
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we have a Specimen among our ana- 
tomical Rarities. This Pelvis of the 
Kidney I have frequently obſerved fo 


much dilated by Stones and Obſtructions 
of the Urine, that they have been ca- 


pacious enough to receive the Kidney 


itſelf. Although likewiſe the Ureters 


are generally ſingle, yet on the contrary 


I publickly demonſtrated in a Body 
three Years ago a left Kidney, furniſhed 
with two Ureters, one of which aroſe 
from the upper Part, and the other from 
the lower Part of the Kidney ; and by

T is well known, that the Surface of 
1 the Kidneys in Adults is very ſmooth, 
but that in new-born Infants they are 
compoſed of many diſtinct Parts, and as 
it were of an Aſſemblage of ſeparate 
Glands, whence their Surface appears 
very unequal and divided; but it is 
very rare to find this Inequality of the 


Surface of the Kidneys continued in 


adult Perſons, as I obſerved in a Body 
which I lately diſſected.

A ſpongy Tumor, of a particular 
Kind, deſtroying the Bones, ſome- 
times called a White Swelling. 


Mong all the Tumors which I have 
hitherto obſerved, I do not re- 
member to have ever ſeen one ſo large 
as that which 1 obſerved, in Company 
with the often- mentioned Mr. Andrew 
Boetelman, in a Village near Amſterdam. 
The afflicted Patient was a Taylor, whoſe 
in Thigh was invaded with two large 8 
y Tumors, one of which a few Days before 
Death, meaſured an Ell and three Quar- 
ters in Circumference, and the other 
meaſured only a Quarter of an Ell. 
This Diſorder is by way of Eminence 
termed a ſpongy 1 umor, although there 
are many other ſpongy Tumors, which 
have no Affinity with the preſent. The 
. Germans alſo give it a Name from its 
| Sponginels, 
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Spongineſs, and with us in Holland it is 
termed, with ſome Reaſon, Bone: eater, 
for I never found this Diſorder after 
Death without a Corruption of the Bone; 
from whence one might conjecture the 
Tumor to ariſe generally from a bad 
Conſtitution, or Diſpoſition of the Bone, 
and this rather, becauſe we know that it 
frequently proceeds from a violent Blow, 
or Collifion of a Bone by a Fall, Ge. 
Although no Surgeon ought to be ig- 
norant of this Diſorder, yet J have found 
many, who from their Ignorance, neither 
conſulting their own Reputation, nor 
the Intereſt of their Patient, have raſhly 
opened this Tumor by the Scalpel, 


imagining to find it filled with Matter, 
inſtead of which they have found a 


lymphatic and bloody Humour always 
diſcharging itſelf; and what is moſt to 
be lamented, after opening the Tumor 
by the Scalpel, a Gangrene generally 
follows, and ſoon after, Death itſelf. 
This Diſorder is known from its ariſing 
from little or no Pain, advancing ſlowly 
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at firſt, but afterwards increaſing very 
ſwiftly, having large and livid Blood- 
veſſels diſperſed through the Tumor, 
and which I have ſeen ſo much enlarged 
or expanded, that they have burſt ſpon- 
taneouſly, and ſuddenly killed the Pa- 
tient, The Tumor generally appears 
ſoft, as if it was in a great Meaſure 
humoral; and it moſt frequently is 
ſeated in the Limbs, eſpecially the Leg. 
I muſt again obſerve, that if this Tumor 
be opened by the Scalpel, the Patient is 
deprived of Life in a ſhort Time after. 
But when, as it frequently happens, 
this Tumor breaks ſpontaneouſly, either 
by an Ulceration, or Excoriation, the 
Patient often ſurvives for a long Time 
after. I have alſo obſerved, that when 
the Tumor is not opened before Death, 
the corrupted Part. of the Bone is not 
tinged with a black Colour, but although 
it be carious, it retains its natural white 
Colour; but on the contrary, I have 
always « obſerved, that if the Tumor was 
opened before Death, the Air cauſes the

The Alveoli, or Sockets of the Teeth 
zotally conſumed by various Cauſe, 
whence a Looſeneſs and e out 
F the Teeth. 


Are to the Diſorder of the Bones 
K deſcribed in Obſervation LXVII. 
is the Obliteration of the Alveoli, or 
Sockets of the Teeth, in ſuch a Manner, 
that they often leave not the leaft 
Marks. It is a Thing univerſally re 
ceived for true, that the Alveoli, or 
Sockets of the Teeth, never remain open 
atter the Teeth have been pulled out, or 
tumbled out of their own Accord; to 
which Opinion, I alſo give my Aſſent 
£ But 
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But what it is that happens commonly 
in this cloſing; up of the Sockets, is not 
unanimouſly enough agreed upon by the 
principal Anatomiſts. The Curious en- 
quire into the Structure of the Parts af 
the Body. Thomas Bartholin, in ſptaking 
of the Sockets of the Teeth, has the fol- 
lowing Paſſage in Cap. 9, Fol 720, ef 
his Anatomy; ſometimes, ſays he, they 
are obliterated and cloſed up after the 
Teeth are extracted, or fallen out. It 
is no uncommon Thing for the Sockets 
of the Teeth to be obliterated in old 
Age, when the Teeth have been loft, 
and the Sides, or Circumference of thote 
Sockets becoming more acute and hard; 
they ſerve in old People for Maſtication 
in the Room of Tecth. Spigeliys, in 
treating upon this Subject, ſays, there 
are as many Sockets as Teeth, ſince each 
Tooth at its firſt Eruption is lodged 
in its peculiar Cell, and when extracted 


or loſt, the Socket is likewiſe deſtroyed, 


together with the Tooth, in ſuch a 


Manner, that there is not the Icaſt Sign

through which a Branch of the Nerve 
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of a Cavity remaining. Riolen, in bis 


Anthopographia, ſays, that when a 
Tooth is pulled out, unleſs a new one 
ſucceeds, the Socket is ſo obſcured and 
cloſed together, that there is not the 
leaft Sign thereof remaining. | 

it is not my Deſign here to refute any 
of theſe Anatomiſts, but rather to il- 
luſtrate their Obſervations ; namely, that 
not only the Sockets of the Teeth are 


_ obliterated in old People, and their 


Circles, or Margins rendered more acute 
and compact or hard for Maſtication, 


that is to fay, that the Sockets collapſe, 
or are cloſed up; but moreover, that in 
many they are ſo reduced to nothing, 


that, wonderful to behold, both the 
upper and lower Jaw loſe all that Part 
of their Depth which was taken up by 


the Alveoli, inſomuch, that the lower 
Jaw hardly continues of the Thickneſs - 


of one's little Finger, and the upper 
Jaw is worn away or deficient almoſt 
up to the Noſe. Hence the Foramina, 


of 
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of the fourth Pair is tranſmitted, is not 
to be found in the anterior or Jateral 
Part of the lower Jaw in old People, as 
it is in the Jaws of thoſe who retain 
all their Teeth; for when the Tecth 
have been Joſt, theſe Foramina are to be 
found in the upper Part of the lower 
Jaw. Hence alſo the upper Jaw loſes 
ſo much of its Height, that there is 
ſearce the Breadth of a Quill betwixt the 
Noſe and Mouth. The Cauſe of this 


Deſtruction, or rather Annihilation of the 


Sockets of the Teeth, cannot well be 
aſcribed only to the Preſſure and At- 
trition of the Jaws in Maſtication ; for 
we frequently ſee, that when a Tooth 
only is pulled out, its Socket is in the 
ſame Manner aboliſhed, though the next 
adjacent Teeth defend the ſame from At- 
trition. It even frequently happens, that 
the Sockets are obliterated op the 
Teeth are extracted, or fallen out, fo 
that the tottering Teeth are only ſuſtained 
by the Gums and Membranes, and when 
the Gums have been abſent, the Teeth

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have been found adhering only by the 
Membranes; in ſuch a Caſe therefore it 


is in vain for the Patient to ſeek for 
jome certain Remedy to render the 
Teeth more firm, ſuppoſing the Diſorder 
to arile from the Scurvy, and not at all 
dreaming that their Sockets are wanting, 
But I would not have my Reader think, 
that this Diſorder happens only to thoſe 


Who are far advanced in Years; for I] 
remember to have ſeen this Caſe in a 
Perſon of but thirty Years of Age, who 


In this Manner had ſeveral of the fore 


Teeth looſe, *till at length, finding no 


Benefit from the Uſe of antiſcorbutic 
Medicines, he eaſily . pulled them out 
with his Fingers only. In ſome again, 


as I have ſaid before, I have obſerved the 


Gums periſhed” together with the Sock- 
ets; and in that Caſe the Teeth have 
adhered to the Jaws only by the Mem- 
branes, and that ſo looſely, that the Pa- 
tient has not been able to eat, but the 


| Teeth have even ſhook and diſplaced by 
the Motion of the Tongue only in 


Speech. 


— 
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Speech. I ſaid before that the Sockets 
of the Teeth could not be obliterated 
by the Attrition only of the Food in 
Maſtication, nor do I ſuppoſe them to 
be always cloſed up, collapſed, or ob- 
ſcured by a bony Skin, or Callus, but 
that in ſome old People they are totally 
aboliſhed and reduced to nothing, in 
the ſame Manner as the umbilical Ar- 
teries in the Faetus after Birth often de- 
generate into a thin Membrane, as if 
they had never been Arteries ; and 
the ſame Manner alſo the Breaſts fre- 
quently ſhrink up in old Age. If there- 


fore the Sockets of the Teeth are natu- 


rally formed very thin, when the Teet! 

are extracted, or fallen out, they will 
have nothing to fill up their Cavities, 
and therefore the Jaw will be ſo much 
ſhortened or diminiſhed. But if the 
Sockets are aboliſhed before the Tecth 
themſelves fall out, I know of no other 
Cauſe than the Scurvy, and a tartarous, 
or ſtony Matter ering abour the 

Pe by which not only the Gums, 
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but alſo the Sockets themſelves of the 
Teeth are by degrees conſumed.

Barrenneſs from a Concretion, or 


cloſing up of the Fallopian Tubes. 


E meet with many Cauſes of 
Barrenneſs in Women, among 

which a Concretion, or cloſing up of 
the Fallopian Tubes is. to be ' eſteemed 
none of the leaſt; and this Concretion 
I obſerved may take Place either at 
their Inſertion in the Uterus, or at the 
other Extremity , next the Ovarium. 
If I had not diſſected ſuch a great Num- 
ber of Bodies, I ſhould never have be- 
lieved that the Fallopian Tubes, or 
Oviducts are ſo frequently cloſed up in 
Women as I find they are, which may 


often follow from a difficult Labour, 
"Of 
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or from other Pains in the Abdomen, 
from which theſe Parts. are frequently 
affected with a ſlight Inflammation; and 
what is worthy of Obſervation, if the 
Tubes are cloſed at their Extremities 
fartheſt from the Uterus, they generally 
cohere very firmly . with the Ovaries, 
which till confirms our Opinion of the 
Cauſe z for we frequently ſee, that after 
the Viſcera have been inflamed, they 
contract and grow together. Moreover- 
in this Caſe J have frequently found the 
Tubes very much diſtended, eſpecially 
towards their Extremities next the O- 
varia, a Specimen of which I keep in 
my Repoſitory ; and this Diſtenſion has 
been alſo obſerved by the very accurate 
Anatomiſt De Graff, in his Treatiſe De 
Mulierum Organis, c. Pag. 356. I am 
apt to believe that this preternatural Ex- 
tenſion ariſes. from a cloſing up of the 
Tubes, the Humours and Flatus at the 
lame Time endeavouring to eſcape out 
of the Cavity of the Uterus, while the 


Os tincæ is at the ſame Time ftrictly.

OBSERVAT. LXXXIV. 


A probable Eruption of the Lochia 
through the Fallopian Tubes into 
the Cavity of the Abdomen. 


Lately viſited a Woman in the Cal. 


ver: ſtreet of this City, Who had 


lately lain in, afflicted with a violent 


Fever, and complaining of an Induration 


and Tenſion in the Hypogaſtrium, not 
without intenſe Pain. Emollient and 
anodyne Remedies were applied, but 


theſe proving ineffectual, ſhe ſoon after 
expired. Having opened the Abdo- 


men, I found a great Quantity of fœtid 
Matter in the Pelvis, reſembling the 


Waſhings of Fleſh, or rather the Lochia 
| cor- 
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corrupted, and the like I alſo found in 
the Cavity of the Uterus. This increaſed 
my Suſpicion that the *fore-mentioned 
Humour was conveyed into the Cavity 
of the Abdomen and Pelvis through the 
Fallopian Tubes, or Oviducts; and that 
this frequently happens to lying-in Wo- 
men, when their Pains and Throws in 
Parturition are violent, and the Os 
Uteri at the ſame Time ſo ſtrictly ſhut 
up, that the Lochia cannot find them- 
ſelves a Paſſage that Way; or even in 
the difficult Birth itſelf, the Head of the 
Feetus ſtopping up the *fore-mentioned 
Paſſage, the Humours retained in the 
Womb behind the Fœtus, are not able 
to find any other Paſſage ; hence tnere is 
not the leaſt Reaſon to doubt but thoſe 
intenſe Pains of the Hypogaſtrium are 
derived, of which lying-in Women fre- 


quently complain.

A probable Eruption of the Menſes 
through the Fallopian Tube into 
the Peluis. 


Before obſerved that it was probable 

the Humours contained in the Uterus, 
might be derived into the Cavity of the 
Pelvis and Abdomen through the Fal- 
| lopian Tubes or Oviducts in Child-bed 
Women. Nor does it ſeem leſs pro- 
bable, that Blood extravaſated into the 
Cavity of the Uterus while the Os tincz 
is ſtrictly cloſed, may be conveyed 
from thence through the *forementioned 


'Tubes into the Pelvis, even when the 


Woman does not lie in; I ſhall. there- 
fore alledge an Inſtance in Favour of this 
Probability. Roonbuſe, an expert Sur- 
geon (in Company with Dr. Dortmunde, 
a worthy Phyſician of our Hoſpital, and 
Mr. Adrian Conerding, Surgeon) opened 
the Body of a Woman who expired in 
her 
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her Menſes, in the Cavity of whoſe 
Uterus he obſerved a Quantity of con- 
gealed Blood, ſlightly adhering to the 
Uterus, with which Blood the Fallopian 
Tube of the ſame Side was not only 
coloured, but alſo the Ovarium, upon 
whoſe Surface a large Quantity of the 
congealed Blood firmly adhered. This 
Uterus, together with its annexed O- 
vary and congealed Blood, I now keep 
in my Repoſitory, preſerved in the 
ſame Manner as they were demonſtrated 
to me by the *forementioned Gentlemen, 
being ſo preſerved with Balſam, that 
every Part retains its natural Figure, 
Magnitude and Poſition, without thoſe 
Wrinkles which are often uſed to re- 
main after drying, 
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OBSERVAT. LXXVI. 


The Liver diſordered in a dropfical 
Boy. 


Lthough in dropſical People the 

Glands of the Liver eſpecially are 
often indurated, yet I do not always 
find that theſe Caſes correſpond well 
with each other. The Livers of ſome 
dropſical People are intirely indurated, 
and yet the Surface remains equal, and 
the Glands inviſible ; whereas ſometimes 
the ſmall Glands are ſo much enlarged, 
that they become protuberant throughout 
the whole Surface of the Liver. Even 
ſometimes theſe Glands are as large as 
Filberts. I lately diſſected the Body of 
a certain dropſical Patient, who at length 
fell into an Aſcites, after being troubled 
with oedematous, or ſwelled Legs, for 
near the Space of three Years. In the 
Thorax we found nothing amiſs, not- 
e the Patient was afflicted 
with 
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with extreme and continual Anxieties; 
all the Viſcera of the Abdomen were 
likewiſe well-conditioned, except only 
the Liver, which we found entirely in- 
durated, with its Surface unequal on 
all Sides from an Induration of the ſmall 
Glands of that Viſcus, which were greatly 
diſtended in Bulk. Some of theſe 
Glands were about the Size of Pins 
Heads, - and others as large as Peas. 
In the Cavity of the Abdomen we alſo 
found a large Quantity of Water without 
any conſiderable Smell, 
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OBSERVAT. LXXXVII. 
A ſeirrhous Liver in another dropfical 


Patient, accompanied with a Stone 
in the Dutt of the Gall-bladder. 


Man who had been a long Time 

afflicted with an Aſcites, having 
tried many Remedies to no Purpoſe, at 
length expired. Upon opening the Body, 
in Company with Mr. Joachim Schrader, 
none of the Viſcera appeared ill- con- 
ditioned, except the Liver, which was 
indurated; the Gall-bladder was alſo 
exceeding large, and appeared diſtended 
with a watery Humour, not at all 
bitter, nor like Bile ; and in the cyſtic 
Duct we found a little Stone, about the 
Magnitude of a large Vetch, entirely 
obſtructing the Duct of the Gall-bladder,

Je Uterus drawn to one Side of the 


Ado men. 


Have ſeveral Times obſerved and 
perceived by my Fingers, in Women 
coinplaining of a Pain in the Hypo- 
gaſtrium, and continual Deſire of making 
Water, with a Tenefmus, that the Uterus 
has been preternaturally diſtorted, either 
to one Side or the other of the Ab- 


domen; but I only once found the Os 
Uteri drawn towards the left Side in a 


dead Body. What Diſorder the Patient 


lay under from thence I cannot ſay, not 


having had the Care of her; but this I 


know, that her Death could not have 
proceeded from that Cauſe. But it is 
probable that the Patient muſt have 
received ſome Uneaſineſs from thence, 
becauſe that perverſe Situation of the 
Uterus muſt in ſome Meaſure impede 
the Diſcharge of the Urine ; for in Pro 

A portion 
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portion as the Os Uteri is drawn towards 
one Side or the other, the Neck of the 
Bladder being thereto ſtrictly connected, 
will be alſo drawn that Way. In this 
Uterus we alſo obſerved ſomething very 
uncommon, namely, a third round Liga- 
ment ariling not from the Bottom, but 


from the Side of the Neck of the Uterus.

Stone in the Bladder, accompanied 
with a purulent Incraſſation of its 
Coats. 


IN the Year 1672, a young Man of 

about twenty-five Years of Age, 
afflicted with the Stone in the Bladder, 
underwent the Operation of Lithotomy 
in our Hoſpital of Amſterdam ; but, con- 
trary to Expectation, the Operator could 
not extract the Stone, even though he 


had 
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had firm Hold of it by the Forceps, 
and extracted ſeveral Fragments. The 
Patient at length expiring, I opened the 


Body, and found the Stone ſo ſtrictly 
retained and compreſſed by the Bladder, 


that there was Room only for the Re- 


ception of a few Drops of Urine. The 
Bladder was equal in Thickneſs to a 
Finger's Breadth, and diviſible into an 
infinite Number of Tunics, betwixt 
which was found a conſiderable Quan- 
tity of Matter in many Parts, nearly re- 
ſembling melted Tallow. I his purulent 
Matter was plentifully diſcharged from the 
Wound which I made, almolt in the fame 
Manner as we obſerve Water to be diſ- 
charged from oedematous Swellings of 
the Legs, after an Inciſion has been made 
through the Integuments in a dead Body, 
Betwixt the Stone and the Bladder there 


was nothing of the *fore-mentioned pu- 
rulent Matter obſerved, even though I 
found ſome of the ſame Matter concealed 
betwixt the Coats of the Ureters, and be- 
twixt the Coats which inveſt the Kidneys.

The Gall-bladder freque nthy divided, 
eſpecially in Calves, but very ſeldom, 
Fever, found perfectly double, 


\HERE are mary Obſervations ex- 
tant in the Writings of Anato- 


miſts concerning a double Gall-bladder 


found in the Liver; but I believe this 
Luſus Nature very rarely, if ever, hap- 
pens. I have indeed many Times found 


the Gall-bladder divided into two Parts, 


more eſpecially in Cows or Calves, of 
which I preferve ſome Specimens in my 
Repoſitory ; but never once did I find 
the Gall-bladder perfectly double. In 
a double Gal-bladder there muſt be 
found two cyftic Ducts, without which 
the Gall-bladder cannot be ſaid to be 
double; and I muſt confeſs, that 1 
never could meet with one thus con- 
ditioned, alt the double Gall-bladders 
Which I have hitherto ſeen having 1 
only 
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only divided or partitioned into two 
Parts, and furniſhed with but one cyſtic 
Duct.

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OBSERVAT. XCI. 
The true Cauſe of the Iliac Paſſion de- 


monſtrated by various Inſtances. 
Hyſicians are not well agreed among 
themſelves concerning .the Nature 
and Cauſe of the Iliac Paſſion, which is 
commonly called Miſerere Mei. Some 
believe it to conſiſt in a Contortion, or 
twiſting round of one of the ſmall In- 
teſtines, in the Manner which we ob- 
ſerve in the Preparation of Catgut. 
Others, on the contrary, deny that the 
Inteſtines can poſlibly be convoluted into 
a Knot ſo long as they continue faſtened. 
to the Meſentery ; but when the Me- 
ſentery is corrupted, as I have once or 
twice oblerved, they then think it very - 
poſſible 
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poſſible for this Diſorder to happen. 
But if we attend to thoſe Appearances 
which we are capable of obſerving aſter 
Death, we ought to conclude the Iliac 
Paſſion to be a Palſy, or Relaxation of 
the Inteſtines, eſpecially of the ſmall 
ones, accompanied with frequent Vomi- 
_ tings, a Conſtipation of the Bowels, and 
frequently with moſt excruciating Pains, 
or even ſudden Death itſelf. This Loſs 
of Tone, or Inactivity of the Inteſtines, 
proceeds primarily from a partial, if not 
from a total Obſtruction of the Nerves 
belonging to the Inteſtines, whence their 
Motion is ſuppreſſed, eſpecially in the 
ſmall Inteſtines, which are deſtitute of 
their periſtaltic, or vermicular Con- 
traction, as being deſtitute of animal 
Spirits. In the ſecond Place, this ſame 
Diſorder may ariſe from an Obſtruction 
of the Inteſtines themſelves, produced 
either by indurated Excrements, Bones, 
or other ſolid Bodies which have been 
{wallowed. In the third Place, the Iliac 
Paſſion may proceed from an Introſuſ- 
ception, 
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ception, or Inverſion of the Inteſtine, 
one Part of which is forced into the 
other, whether that proceed from a Per- 
verſion of the periſtaltic Motion, or 
from ſome convulſive Motion, or from 
a Dilatation of ſome Part of the Inteſtine, 
or from too great a Stricture in the ſame, 
by which the larger Part of the Inteſtine 
is rendered capable of receiving into 
itſelf the narrower Part in this or that 
Motion of the Inteſtine. In the fourth 
Place, I find this Diſorder may be cauſed 


by a Contraction, or ſhrinking up of 


the Inteſtine in ſome Part, which Con- 
traction J have ſometimes obſerved ſo 
great, that the Inteſtine in that Part has 
been hardly capable of receiving one's 
little Finger, denying a Paſſage both to 
Flatulencies, and to the ſolid Parts of the 


Food which had been ſwallowed. In 


the fifth Place, this Diforder frequently 
ariſes from an inteſtinal Hernia, or Rup- 
ture; and laſtly, an Inflammation of the 
Inteſtines may be comprehended to be 
one of the Cauſes of this Diſorder. I 

make 
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make no Doubt but that this Diſorder 
proceeded from an Obſtruction of the 
Nerves of the Inteſtines, in the Wife of 
a certain learned Man, who lately fell 
into a total Conſtipation of the Bowels, 
accompanied with continual Vomitings 
and intenſe Pains, without a Fever, 
when ſudden Death followed. I re- 
member myſelf to have twice met with 
Inſtances in dead Bodies, of the Inteſtines 
ceaſing from their Action ſo ſoon as they 
have been obſtructed, either by indurated 
Fæces, the ſwallowing of Bones, or 
other hard Bodies. And for the third 
Cauſe of this Diſorder, namely, an In- 
troſuſception of one Part of the Inteſtine 
into another, there is not the leaſt Room 
to doubt of it, ſince J have twice pub- 
lickly demonſtrated the ſame in the In- 
teſtines of a certan Baker's Son; as 
alſo in a certain Publican, whoſe Bowels 
I took out and diſſected; and in both 
theſe Patients while living, the Bowels 
were liable to many Diſorders, but

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Hour or two after a Meal. A third In- 


ſtance of the Cauſe of this Diſorder, I 
obſerved in a dead Body which I opened, 
in Company with the expert Surgeon 


Mr. Joachim Schrader. ] obſerved alſo 
before, that the Cauſe of this Diſorder 
is ſometimes a Contraction, or ſhrinking 


up of the Inteſtines in ſome certain Part, 


becauſe I have ſeveral Times obſerved 
in opening Bodies, that the Inteſtines 
have been ſo contracted, as not to be 
able to receive the little Finger. It 
therefore in this laſt Caſe the inteſtinal 


Feæces are indurated, or if Flatulencies 


are denied a Paſſage, it is evident that 
the Patient muſt be ſuddenly deſtroyed, 
with the moſt intolerable Pain and In- 
flammation that can happen in this very 
nervous and ſenſible Part of the Body.

Girl of five Years old, had been 

for a long Time complaining of 
Pains in her Bowels, to eaſe which car-

After opening the Body, 
to our great Surprize, we could hardly 
perceive any of the abdominal Viſcera, 
except that Part of the Colon, which 
begins to take the Name of Inteſtinum 
Rectum, and this by reaſon of an e- 
normous Extenſion of the aforefaid Colon, 
under which all the other Yiſcera lay 
Concealed.

Hether or no the Utzrus in 
Women who are not with Child

5 has a Motion upward or downward, as 


many Authors would have us believe, 
is a Queſtion not neceſſary for me to 


decide, being not only ſtudious of 
Brevity, but alſo deſirous to acquaint 


the Reader with nothing but what comes 


vouched upon my own Experience. 


But by the Way I muſt own, that it 
not a little ſurpriſes me, to ſee ſome 
Authors aſcribe ſo great a Motion to 
the Uterus, as that it ſhould be able not 
only to force the Diaphragm upward, 
but as they believe to aſcend alſo up 
to the Throat. Others perſwade them- 


| ſelves that the Uterus aſcends to the 


Præcordia, as being dry, in order to 


moiſten itſelf, ſuppoſing the Liver to

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be the Fountain of radical Moiſture, to 
partake of which the. Uterus therefore 
aſcends to the Liver. But leaving theſe 
trifling Conjectures, which are ſo abſurd 
as to fall to the Ground without any 
Oppoſition, I can affirm myſelf to be 
more than certain, that the Uterus moves 
itſelf greatly in the Time of Parturition, 
and that all the natural Throws in the 
Delivery, depend almoſt entirely upon 
the Uterus; and that theſe Throws, or 
Endeavours of the Uterus to contract, 
do very often continue ſo violently after 
the Birth, that the Womb has inverted 
itſelf, and prolapſed out of the Body. 
J have experienced a few Hours after 
the Birth in ſome Women, that the 
Motion of the Uterus has been ſo very 
evident, that the Midwives, and even 
the Woman herſelf, have often told me, 
that there was till another Fœtus re- 
maining in the Womb. In this Caſe I 
have applied my Hand to the Abdomen, 
and perceived ſuch a conſiderable Mo- 
tion, as removed my Hand like a 
| Fetus, 
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Fetus, and has even ſometimes ſo ele- 
vated the Uterus on one Side or the 
other, as to occaſion a round and hard 
Tumor, which any one not well ex- 
perienced, would have taken for the 
Head of an Infant; and ſoon after J have 
obſerved the ſame Motion on the op- 
polite Side. Sometimes I have imagined 
that I felt the Knee, ſometimes the 
Cheeks, Sc. as in Women big with

Have often thought nothing more 
worthy of Admiration, than that

and the ſame is alſo remarkable in the

Upon 

the Surface of this diſtended Ureter we 
obſerved an infinite Number of ſmall 

white Veſſels, turgid, and about the 

Size of a Horſe-hair, tending towards 

the left Hypochondrium.

following after a Dyſuria. 


Nexpreſſibly great are the Diſorders 

which afflict us poor Mortals, and 
ſo numerous are our Diſeaſes, that no 
one can eaſily recount them ; but their 
Attacks are in no Parts more ſenſible 
than thoſe of the Emunctories ſubſervient 
to Excretion, where it they take deep 
Root, it is with great Difficulty that they 
can be extirpated. We are under a 
daily Neceſſity of eating and drinking 
to ſupport Lite, and of evacuating the 
Superfluities of thoſe Aliments by the 
proper Emunctories; but if the Paſſages 
deſtined for theſe Evacuations are in- 
tercepted, or diſordered, the Conſe- 


quences are ſuch as often makes the 


Patient more deſirous of Death than 
Life, A certain Friend of mine in the 
=" Ja 8 Flowes 
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Flower of his Age, of a melancholy 
Habit, having three Years before gone 


to Ireland upon his Buſineſs, began to 
complain of a Difficulty in making 


Water, which in a little Time fo much 


increaſed, that he was conſtantly obliged 


to diſcharge his Urine by Drops, and 


that with ſo much Pain and continual 


Straining, that he was not able to ſup- 


port it. Even in a little Time after, 
another Diſeaſe of no leſs Moment began 
to ſhew itſelf, namely, an Impotency 
of freely diſcharging the inteſtinal Fæces, 


ariſing no doubt from thoſe continual 


Strainings to diſcharge his Urine, from 
whence the Inteſtinum Rectum was not 
only incraſſated and rendered ſcirrhous, 


but alſo for the moſt Part concreted 


together ; for it was with great Difficulty 
that it would admit even of a Probe 
of the Thickneſs of a Straw, whence the 
Patient was diſabled from diſcharging 
both his Urine and inteſtinal Fæces, 
unleſs by Drops, and with a continual 


0 Mixture of ichorous and purulent Matter, 


with 
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| with ſuch laſting and excruciating Pains, 
that all People could not bear to be in 
. his Company. At length returning into 
his own Country, he came to Amſterdam 
to conſult myſelf and others, but to no 
Purpoſe, his Diſorders being then in- 
curable. Theſe Diſorders continually in- 
creaſing, the Patient at length expired, 
and left us an Opportunity of enquiring 
more fully into the Nature of his Diſ- 
orders. Upon opening the Body there- 
fore, I found a frightful Stone in the 
Pelvis of each Kidney, and alſo another 
large Stone in the Middle of the right 
Kidney. The Bladder and Ureters were 
well conſtituted, but the Inteſtinum 
Rectum was ſo much incraſſated through- 
out, and indurated, that it was above 
an Inch thick, and of ſo firm a Con- 
ſiſtence, that I doubted, whether to 
eall it a cartilaginous, or fleſhy Sub- 
ſtance. The Cavity of the *fore-men- 
tioned Inteſtinum Rectum was likewiſe 
ſcarcely larger than a Straw, and what 
is remarkable; it adhered ſo firmly 

6 1 to 
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to the Os Sacrum, that the Point of a 
Knife was not by any Means ſufficient 
to ſeparate them, but I was obliged 
to uſe a Chiſſel and Mallet, and even 


with thoſe, to my Surprize, I found 


much Difficulty in disjointing them.

Idwives are frequently ſurpriſed 
at the Difficulty they meet. with 


in extracting the Placenta after the Feetus 
has been delivered, which is thought 


much more extraordinary by others who 
are ignorant of the Matter ; but if this 
be . duly conſidered, there is no Room 


for any Perſon to wonder, for it is fre- 


quently not in the Power of the Mid- 


wife to extract the Placenta according to 


their Deſire; but the Cauſe of this Re- 
tenſion of the Placenta has not yet been 
ſufficiently explained by any one. Some 

give 
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give out that the Placenta adheres too 
ſtrictly to the Uterus, by Means of a 

more firm Concretion of the Veſſels of 
the Uterus with thoſe of the Placenta 
but in this I muſt own that I think 
them miſtaken. Others place the Cauſe 
of this Difficulty of extracting the Pla- 
centa in a Laxity, or Putrefaction of its 
Subſtance, or in too great a Stricture of 
the Os Uteri. But no one that I know 
of, has made Mention of the central In- 
ſertion of the Funiculus into the Placenta, 
which is one of the chief Obſtacles to 
its eaſy Extraction, for when the Funi- 
culus is inſerted exactly into the Center 
of the Placenta, it generally ſeparates 
from it with much Difficulty, inſomuch, 
that Midwives are frequently obliged 
to wound ſuch a Placenta with their 
Forefinger, in order to make it ſeparate z 
whereas, if the Funiculus was inſerted, 
either to one Side or the other, the 
Placenta would then eaſily follow the 
Faetus. The Reaſon of this is, the 
| ſame as that of a round Piece of Leather, 
3 formed 
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formed into a Sucker, with a String in 
the Center of it; for when that Piece of 
Leather is wetted, and applied to a 
heavy Stone, it will eaſily lift up a 
Stone from the Earth without being 
pulled off; but if the String is faſtened 
to one Side of the Leather, it will not 
be capable of producing that Effect.

HAT a Hernia is rather an Ex- 
tenſion, or a Dilatation of the 
Peritonzum, than a Rupture, or Lace- 
ration of that Membrane, is I believe 
univerſally allowed by Phyſicians. The 
preſent Diſorder is denominated according 
to its Contents; thus a Hernia is ſaid 
to be inteſtinal, when the dilated Peri-

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tonæum contains the Inteſtines, Sc. By | 
the ſame Rule alſo when the urinary Wil 
Bladder prolapſes into the Scrotum, the ui 
Diſorder is to be called a cyſtic Hernia, 1 
of which I have obſerved two Inſtances, 1 
in Company with the expert Surgeon 1 
Mr. Andrew Boekelman. A certain Mer- 
chant of Amſterdam, was for ſome Years 
troubled with ſuch a Difficulty of making W | 
Water, that he could not diſcharge his 1 
Urine unleſs he compreſſed and elevated * |||)! 
the Scrotum with his Hand. He con- 4 
cealed this Diſorder ſo long, *till at il 
length it was to our great Surprize ac- 9 
companied with a Bubonocele only from Fill! 
a Fright ; for a large Caſk of Wine burſt 17 
ſuddenly in his Cellar; at which being 
preſent he was inſtantly ſo much ſur- 
priſed, that he immediately fell into a 
Bubonocele. This is what I had once 
an Opportunity of obſerving in another 
Patient, who was ſuddenly afflicted with 
a Hernia only from a Fright; and the 4 
fore- mentioned Surgeon, who is ex- (ik

tures, acquainted me that he had ſeveral 
Times obſerved them to proceed from 
the ſame Cauſe. The Patient being thus 
afflicted with a Bubonocele was obliged 
to call in the Aſſiſtance of myſelf and 
Dr. Bellanger, Mr. Andrew Boekelman, 
Mr. Peter La Nou, and Mr. Peter Adrian 
the Younger, very expert Surgeons, 
But the Bubonocele was ſo ſtrictly com- 
preſſed by the Tendons of the adjacent 
Muſcles, that our Patient could not be 
at all relieved, but expired in a ſhort 
Time. The Relations gave us an Op- 
portunity of opening this Rupture, in 
which we obſerved a Portion of the In- 
teſtinum Ilium inflamed, and in part 
gangrenous, as frequently happens; and 
the Dilatation (or Aperture, as it is 
improperly called) of the Peritonæum 
through the Tendons of the abdbminal 
Muſcles, was ſo ſmall, that it was ſcarce 
poſſible for a Finger to paſs through, 
and this rendered a Reduction of the 

fore · mentioned Inteſtine altogether im- 
practicable. But after this we found the 
. whole 
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whole urinary Bladder FIR into 
the Scrotum.

An extraordinary Expanſion of the 
Kz:dneys and Ureters of Sheep. 


\HAT the urinary Bladder ſhould 
| by the continual Aflux of that 
excrementitious Humour, be ſometimes 
diſtended to an immenſe Bulk, 1s not at 

all ſurpriſing, ſince its membranous Sub- 

ſtance continually receiving the Urine 

which is there accumulated, may by that 

Means be very much extended. But 

that the Kidneys themſelves ſhould be 
diſtended into ſuch an immenſe Bulk 

from the Obſtruction of the Urine from 

them, ſo as to make .them reſemble 
urinary Bladders, ſurpaſſes all Expecta- 
| tion, and muſt excite the ans: 
0 
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of every one. About two Years ago 
Mr. Vogeleſang, a diligent Surgeon and 
Anatomiſt, brought me two Sheeps Kid- 


neys to be diſſected, which were ſo much 


diſtended and filled with a watery Hu- 


mour, that each of them contained near 


__ two Pints. The Ureters were much in- 


flected, and of ſo large a Capacity, that 
they would have readily admitted the 


Root of a very large Parſnip. The 


outer Surface of each diſtended Kidney 
had not loſt its natural glandular Sub- 
ſtance; but the intermediate Space was 
compoſed of a Membrane. Internally 
the Tabuli of the Pelvis reſembled large 
Cells of ſo great a Capacity, as to admit 
a Walnut covered with its green Shell. 
I could eaſily preſs the Urine contained 
in the Bladder towards the Ureters -and 
Kidneys ; but then to preſs the Urine 
back again from the Kidneys towards 
the Bladder, required a conſiderable 
Force, and I found it paſs in a very 
ſmall Quantity through a little Aperture 
in the Middle of a membranous Cloſure

Mong all the Authors who have 
hitherto given us a Deſcription of 
the Penis, De Graaf, who was my par- 
ticular Friend while living, ought de- 
ſervedly to be placed at the Head, as a 
moſt accurate Anatomiſt, who yet has 
not perfectly diſcovered the Fabric of 
this Part, but has left ſome Things to 
be ſtill found out by the Diſquiſition 
of Poſterity; even with regard to the 
Glans Penis he ſeems to ſpeak ſuper- 
ficially, and to rely only upon the O- 
pinions of others, as is evident in his 
Treatiſe, De Virorum Organis Generationi 
inſervientibus, where we meet with the

in this Caſe, but it is quite uſeleſs for 
this Diſcovery. Allo the Syringe, which 
we uſe to fill the Veſſels, is likewiſe but 
indifferently adapted to this Purpoſe; 
though I muſt own that this firſt gave 
me a Notion of diſtinguiſhing the true 
Fabric of this Part which has hitherto 
lain concealed. Having therefore eva- 
cuated the whole Penis entirely of its 
'Blood, ' and filled it with ceraceous In- 
jection, I afterwards divided the Glans 
tranſverſely into ſeveral Lamellæ, or 
Segments, and found it to be diſtended 
or filled with the ſame Injection, which 
gave me Reaſon ' to ſuſpect; that the 
'Subſtance of the Glans' Penis 'was not 
fleſhy ; and therefore to be more clearly 
convinced of the Truth in this Reſpect, 
I had Recourſe to Experiments. To 
wit, in the firſt Place, I firſt expreſſed 

| the 
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the Blood, and afterwards waſhed it 


out from the Penis with Water by a 
Syringe; I then inflated the Corpora 
Cavernoſa (called by ſome Anatomiſts 
Corpora Nervoſa, and by others Li- 
gamenta Penis) confining the Wind by 
a ſtrict Ligature, hoping that by this 
Means, after the Penis was dry, I ſhould 
have an Opportunity of ſeeing the true 
Fabric of the Glans; but this was with- 
out Succeſs, for my Experiment de- 


monſtrated indeed the true Fabric of 


the Corpora Cavernoſa and interior Part 
of the Glans, but not at all did it give 
any Light into the Fabric of the exterior 


Part of the Glans. For by this In- 


flation of the Corpora Cavernoſa, the 
interior Part of the Glans was diſtended 
and dried, while the exterior Part of 
it continued flaccid. 

Having obſerved this, I inſerted a 


Blow-pipe near the Root of the Penis 


into the ſmaller cavernous Body of the 


Urethra (called by ſome Corpus Spon- 
| gioſum Urethræ) and then by Inflation, 
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the external Part of the Glans was di- 
ſtended, together with the ſpongy Body 
of the Urethra, while at the ſame Time 
the interior Part of the Glans continued 
flaccid. Having remarked this, I began 
to believe that the Corpus (or Corpora 
according to other Anatomiſts who make 
two of them) Cavernoſum Penis was 
different from the leſſer Corpus Spon- 


gioſum of the Urethra; and from this 9 


Thought I was led to a third and laſt 
Experiment, which every Way anſwered 
my Expectations. I firſt inſerted a braſs 
Pipe near the Root of the Penis, where 
it comes neareſt to the Offa Pubis, and 
by that Means inflated the Corpus Caver- 
noſum Majus, and. after inflating it, 
retained the Air fo long by preſſing 
with my Fingers, *till the *forementioned 
Tube was extracted, and again inſerted 
into the Corpus Spongioſum of the U- 
rethra; which I thus inflated in the 
ſame Manner ; and after this I made a 
Ligature upon the Penis and dried it 
but how difficult it 1s to retain the Wind 

h in 


thicker and larger of them conſtitutes 1 


compoſes the exterior Part of the Glans 1 
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in the *fore-mentioned cavernous Bodies, 
until all the Parts are dry, will appear 
evident to thoſe, who ſhall hereafter en- 
deavour to make the ſame Experiment. 
After having thus dried the Penis and 
its Glans, I cut them into tranſverſe 
Segrnents, or Lamelle, and by that 
Means found that the Glans Penis ro, 
nothing more than a true Continuation 
of the Corpus Cavernoſum Majus, con- 
ſtituting the greater Part of the Penis, 
and alſo a Continuation of the Corpus 
Spongioſum of the Urethra, expanded 
over the former, eſpecially in the lower 
Part, without any Change in its Sub— 
ſtance. 

Theſe cavernous Bodies of the Penis 
and Urethra, are ſo diſpoſed, that the

Urethra are ſeparated from each other N 
M 3 by 
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by an intermediate Partition; ſo that 
Wind being blowed through a Tube 


into one of them, very rarely penetrates 


into the other; I ſay very rarely, be- 
cauſe I remember once or twice to have 
{een the Air thus penetrate ; and although 


De Graaf affirms, that when the ca- 


vernous Bodies of the Penis are inflated, 
the ſpongy Subſtance of the Urethra be- 
comes alfo diſtended at the fame Time, 
and the Reverſe, from whence he has 
alſo deduced a remarkable Commerce, 
or Communication betwixt theſe two 
Bodies, yet we muſt own that this is 
contrary to our Experience; for a fre- 


quent Diſſection of this Part of the Body, 
has proved to me, that this Communi— 


cation very rarely happens betwixt the 
cavernous Body of the Penis, and that 
of the Urethra, unlefs the fore · mentioned 
Septum, or membranous Partition be 


injured, or unleſs that Communication 


ſhould be performed by the Blood - veſſels, 
which remarkably communicate with 


cach other. For if the Corpus Caver- 
noſum 
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noſum Majus be inflated, the Veins 
which run upon the Back of the Penis 
are uſually inflated at the ſame Time, 
ſmall Branches of which Veins are. alſo 
ſubſervient to. the Corpora Cavernoſa; 
and by this Means that Communication 
may take Place, as mentioned by the 
foregoing very expert Anatomiſt. De 


Graaf has alſo unjuſtly obſerved, that 


the ſpongy Body of the Urethra becomes 
gradually fmaller and ſmaller, as it ap- 
proaches near the Glans, in which it is 
at length obliterated; for rather the fore- 
mentioned ſpongy Body of the Urethra 


is the largeſt and thickeſt in the extreme 


Part of the Glans, whoſe whole external 
Surface it compoſes. On the contrary, 
the farther the Corpus Cavernoſum Ma- 
Jus is extended into the Glans. towards 
its Extremity, the more ſlender is it, 


nor is it continued to the Extremity of 


the Glans, as may be ſeen in the fol- 
lowing Figures before cited, 


M4 Having: 
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Having thus diſcovered the true Fabric 
of this Part, it remains next for us to 


enquire of what Service it may be in the 


Practice of Phyſic. 
I. Since it has been hitherto believed 


as certain, that the Glans was no more 
than a ſpongy Fleſh added to the Penis, 
and ſince Anatomiſts did not ſo much 
as imagine the Glans Penis to be only a 
Continuation, as it really is, of the 
feveral cavernous Bodies, without any 
Change of their Subſtance; for that 
Reaſon moſt Surgeons have been leſs 
follicitous or fearful of a profuſe Hæ- 
morrhage, following from a Solution of 
Continuity in this Part. But how dan- 
gerous it muſt be for a Wound or Ulcer 
to take Place in the Glans, eſpecially 
when they penetrate deep, or extend to 
the Corpus Cavernoſum Majus, thoſe 
are very well acquainted, who with 
ourſelves have obſerved Men to be in 
Danger of their Lives by the Hæmor- 
rhage following a ſmall Wound or Ulcer, 


lee Obſervat. XIII Preceding) more eſpe- 
cCially 
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cially if the Penis, which is thus in- 
Jured be erected; from whence ſo great 
a Quantity of Blood is frequently derived 
to the Glans, that the Hemorrhage is 
hardly capable of being ſuppreſſed by 
| any Means. An ulcerated Glans ought 
therefore to be cautiouſly treated, that 
it may not be injured internally. But 
ſupericial Injuries of the Glans, we 
know by Experience to be leſs dangerous, 
provided they are. not ſeated in the 
Middle of that Part, which in its Cir- 
cumference projects beyond the Penis, 
and 1s termed Corona Glandis, and in 
which the Blood veſſels running along 
the Back of the Penis, are very large, 
and which being any Way injured, 
uſually excite a profuſe and n 
Hæmorrhage. 
II. If a malignant Ulcer ſeated i in the 
Glans, ſhould make an Amputation of 
it neceſſary, we are from this Fabric 
taught, that it will be firſt neceſſary to 
apply a Le, in order to prevent 
the

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the profuſe Hæmorrhage (ſee the thir- 
tieth Obſervation preceding). 


III. It is to be obſerved, that Ulcers 
ſeated in the upper Part of the Urethra 
in the Glans, are more dangerous for 
fear of a profuſe Hæmorrhage, than 
thoſe ſeated in the lower Part of the 
Urethra, becauſe theſe laſh are more re- 
mote from the Corpus Cavernoſum 
Majus, through which much larger Ar- 
teries are diſtributed, and therefore the 
Blood is derived thither in a much 
greater Quantity than into the cavernous. 
Subſtance of the Urethra. It is alſo 
credible, that in the Caſe mentioned by 
De Graaf, p. 149, the Corpus Caver- 
noſum Majus of the Penis was injured, 
becauſe ſo large a Quantity as fourteen 
Pounds of Blood, could not have flowed 
in ſo ſhort a Time from a like Injury 
in the ſmall cavernous Body of the 
Urethra, through which very ſmall Blood - 
veſſels only are diſtributed. 


IV. It 
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IV. It appears that the Glans can 
ſeldom be diſtended or erected through-. 


out, unleſs both the cavernous Bodies, 


as well that of the Urethra as the Penis, 


together with their Nerves and Arteries, 


are well diſpoſed. But if an Obſtruction 
| ſhould be formed in any one of theſe 


Parts, it muſt follow of Conſequence, 
that the Glans in Coition cannot be 
equally diſtended throughout. I ſay 


alſo, that the Erection of the Glans 


depends in a great Meaſure upon the 
laudable Difpoſition of the Arteries , 
without having any Regard to the Veins, 
becauſe in them an Obſtruction is very 
rarely, if ever, obſerved; for the Blood 


returning from the Penis and Glans, 
is not ſent back through ' exceeding 
minute Branches, nor through a reti- * 
cular Plexus, as Malpight writes, but 
it is taken up through open and viſible: 


Orifices, or Foramina in the Veins. 


For the Veins diſtributed through the 
Penis are all of them, that I have been 
yet able to diſcover, perforated with 


large 
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large Pores and viſible Foramina like a 
Sieve, in the ſame Manner as we obſerve 
the ſplenic Vein of a Calf to be per- 
forated, which Mechaniſm I believe has 
not been hitherto obſerved : By this Per- 
foration of the Veins it is, that the Blood 
ſoon returns out of the Penis at the In- 
ſtant when it grows flaccid. In ſhort, 
it the ſpongy Subſtance and Veſſels of 
the Penis and its Glans be compared with 
the Subſtance of the Spleen, eſpecially 
that of a Calf, there will be found a 
great Reſemblance, particularly in the 
Veins, ſuppoſing the ſplenic Glands to 
be well waſhed. But I may be bold 
enough to affirm myſelf to have been the 
_ firſt Inventor of the Method for waſhing 
out the Blood of the Spleen by injecting 
Water through the Veins, without offering 
any Injury to the inveſting Membranes ; 
as I am alſo acknowledged to have been 
the Author of this Method by Van 
Horne, formerly a very worthy Profeſſor 
of Anatomy. For to the beſt of my 
Remembrance, in the Year 1664 I thus 
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prepared ſeveral Spleens of Calves, at 


which Time no Anatomiſt was acquainted 


with the Encheireſis, which Spleens were 
afterwards publickly demonſtrated by 
the *fore-mentioned Profeſſor to his Pupils 
with Applauſe. - But to return to our 


Subject; the ſmall Glands taken out of 


theſe Calves Spleens, after they have 


been inflated and dried, exactly reſemble 
in their internal Fabric the Make of the 


Penis itſelf internally, for that which we 


call the Corpus Caveraoſum of the TR, 55 


Urethra and the Glans, is exactly re 
ſembled in the Spleen of a Calf by ner- 


vous Fibres; which Fibres in the Spleens 


of Sheep are not ſo numerous, nor do I 
find any of them in the human Spleen, 
even though Sy/vzus teaches the contrary, 
and from thence endeavours to raiſe an 
Hypotheſis not every Way agreeable. 
In the mean Time, the human Penis, 
and the Spleen of a Calf,. do not only 
reſemble each other in their fibrous Sub- 


ſtance, or ſpongy Texture, but alſo with 
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reſpect to their Veins, which are each 
perforated almoſt in the ſame Manner. 
But if we turn over thoſe Authors who 
have given us any Figures, or Deſcrip- 
tions of the Penis, it will appear how 
little they have to ſay concerning the 
internal Veins diſtributed through the 
cavernous Bodies, inſomuch, that they 
ſeem to paſs over them with Deſign, and 
even ſome of them totally deny their 
Exiſtence; and at this we need the leſs 
wonder, becauſe it is very difficult to 
render them conſpicuous. | 


Bartholin tells us, that the Penis has 
Arteries, Veins and Nerves ; and aſſerts 
that the Veins are diſtributed throughout 
the external and internal Surface of the 
Penis, and this is all he tells us. 


De Graaf takes no Notice of theſe in- 
ternal Veins of the Penis, where he 
deſcribes the Veſſels of that Part. 
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Veſalius i in the following Words freely 


confeſſes, that he never could perceive 
the Diftribution of theſe Veins through 
the internal Surface of the Penis; fc 
in ſpeaking on the Veins and Arteri- 


on this Part, he ſays, Although the 
& Veſſels are extended into the caver 


© nous Bodies of the Penis, yet I cal 


* hardly trace them with the Knife, t 
ee diſcover in what Manner they are in 


„ ſerted into the cavernous Bodies“. 


If we enquire after the Cauſe of this 
Difficulty, we ſhall eaſily perceive, that 
there is but one Method of demonſtrating 
theſe internal Veins, which I accidentally 
hit upon myſelf, namely, by inflating 
and drying the Penis, after the Blood 
had been waſhed out. For in this In- 
flation of the cavernous Bodies, all the 


Veins upon the Surface, as well as within 


the Penis, are likewiſe inflated at the 


fame Time, becauſe they are perforated 


almoſt like a Sieve, as may be diſcovered 
by examining them after drying by ana- 
tomical 
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tomical Diſſection, but if any one at- 
tempts to diſcover. theſe Veſſels any 
. other Way, he will loſe both his Time 
ad Labour, becauſe the Subſtance of 
© internal Veins, are by reaſon of 
ei eir Poroſity, eaſily confounded with 


e very porous internal Subſtance of
